Baku remains tense 


Troops convoy ambushed 


MOSCOW. Jan 23. (Agencies): 
Militants ambushed an army 
convoy carrying women and 
children in Azerbaijan, killing 
two soldiers and a bystander, 
official media said today. 

Hopes arose briefly yesterday 
for an end to 10 days of brutal 
ethnic strife between Armenia 
and' Azerbaijan, when high-ran- 
king Communist Party and 
government officials from the 
neighbouring southern republics 
agreed to withdraw armed bands 
. from border-areas and. end cla- 
shes . 'between thousands of 
militants. 

But Radio Moscow reported 
today the situation in Baku 
remained tense,” and said the 


military commander of Azer- 
baijan's capita] vowed his troops 
were ready to stop “with com- 
plete determination’' further 
attacks on Baku residents 

In Moscow, Soviet Foreign 
Ministry spokesman Gennady 
Gerasimov said “extremists” 
were harassing the wives and 
children of military people, slop- 
ping their ships as they fled Baku 
m fear for their lives. 

But Sohrab Shamkhalov, the 
spokesman for the Azerbaijan 
Popular Front, told a Moscow 
news conference they were ready 
to talk to the Kremlin and a 
'Soviet general said compromises 
had to be found between Mos- 
cow and Azerbaijani militants. 

Major-General Yevgeny 
Nechayev told an Interior Minis- 
try news conference in Moscow 
that be did not consider the front 
to be among the “individual 
terrorists’’ he blamed for much 
of the violence directed at Soviet 
troops deployed in the republic. 

“My opinion is that we have to 
launch a dialogue with these 
organisations.'' be said. “We 
have to find compromises, we 
have to pursue our common 
affairs.” 

“The main thing is to learn' 
how to listen to viewpoints you 
don’t like,*’ he added. 

Gerasimov said there had been 
no official reaction to the 
demand. “Maybe they (the 
Kremlin leaders) are thinking 
how to defuse the situation.” he 
said. 

The Soviet Interior Ministry, 
ina statement from Baku read on 
national radio today, said 
extremists” bad opened fire on 
soldiers three times overnight. 

“As a result of the exchange of 
shots, three people were killed, 
including two servicemen,” the 
statement said. 

A radio correspondent said 
the gunmen had ambushed con- 
voys taking demobilised soldiers 
and their families to safety. 

Gerasimov told a news con- 
ference he understood four sol- 
diers were killed during the night 
by sniper fire and a spokesman 
for the Popular Front said five 
civilians had died in dashes with 
soldiers in Lhe past 24 hours. 

A large number of Iranian 
Azeris who crossed into Soviet 
Azerbaijan over the past few 
days were trapped there when the 
Soviet military sealed the border, 
Tehran residents said today. 

Soiviet mechanised units 
sealed the borders with Iran yes- 
terday, after thousands of Soviet 
Azeris fiodeed into Iran without 
travel documents for brief visits. 

Members of I ran’s Parliament 
today expressed concern over 
measures taken aganist Soviet 
Muslims in Azerbaijan and war- 
ned Moscow against “American 
conspiracies" seeking to distort 
events there, Tehran Radio 
reported.

One Egyptian dies 


ASSIUT, Egypt. Jan 23. (API: A Muslim fundamentalist, among about 350 
militants demonstrating outside a mosque, was shot to death during a clash with 
police, officials said today. 

The crowd dispersed (ate Monday after: a fight in which police used (ear gas 
and demonstrators threw stones, said Attorney-General Abdd-Aziz Mokhtar. 
Eleven people were arrested, mostly students at Assiut University, he said. 

Mokhtar said the source of the bullets that killed Abdel-Sabbour Hassandn 
and seriously injured another man with a chest wound was unknown. But 


policemen said they did not shoot and that stray bullets fired from within the

demonstrators had hit the two men. 

Police have rounded up 30 Islamic fundamentalists in Cairo, opposition 
sources said. 

The men were picked up in two Cairo districts on Saturday, the sources said. 
The accusations against them were not immediately known. 

About 200 security troops accompanied Hassanein's body to bis hometown 
near Assiut for burial, apparently to prevent unrest during the funeral. 

Police said they found iron rods, chains and knives stashed inside the mosque 
for use as weapons. 

The demonstration was to demand that former Interior Minister Zaki Badr 
be put on trial. Some participants called for him to be executed. 

Since Badr was fired on Jan 12 after insulting cabinet colleagues, lawyers, 
journalists and opposition party members, opposition spokesmen and others 
have demanded his trial on various charges alleging violation of human rights 
and other crimes. 

Known for often using vile language in public, Badr led a harsh crackdown on 
religious fundamentalists since be took office in 1986. He equated moderates 
and extremists, saying in one speech rbaz all should be lolled. 

About 240 miles (380 km) south of Cairo, the university centre of Assiut has 
been a hotbed of M uslim fundamentalist and extremist aclivi ty since 1 98 1 . when 
militants attempted a coup in its streets immediately after the assassination of 
president Anwar Sadat. Mote than 80 people died, mostly policemen.

The bodyguard, believing the 
kongri to be a bomb, opened fire, 
killing at least four people at the 
scene, the sources said, adding 
two others died in a hospital from 
their wounds. 

In other incidents, Muslim 
separatists deumated bombs 
that damaged a state-owned 
bank and a telephone company 
office, but caused no casualties, 
sources said.

OCCUPl ED JERUSALEM, Jan 23. 
(Reuter): Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir announced today a special 
drive to bring Azerbaijani Jews to 
Israel as emigrants fleeing ethnic 
strife in the southern Soviet republic 
reported widespread anti-Semitism. 

“We have already done various 
things to bring out the Jews (here 
faster. We are making efforts also in 
all sorts of placcs_.to mobilise all 
means of air transport possible,” he 
told new immigrants from the Soviet 
Union in Jerusalem. 

He declined to give details, 
apparently on security grounds. 

Shamir- said Israeli officials had 
sent a large number of emigration 
papers to Jews in Azerbaijan and 
were giving their applications 
priority.

BUDAPEST, Jan 23. (Reuter): 
Hungarian Prime Minister Mik- 
los Nemeth said today Moscow 
had agreed to withdraw all Soviet 
forces stationed in Hungary and 
this was possible “in the shortest 
time.” 

Nemeth told Parliament he 


had two rounds of negotiations 
with Soviet Prime Minister Nik- 


olai Ryzhkov on the subject over 
the pah six weeks. 

“Weagreed that the stationing 
of Soviet troops is the result of 
fully outdated political and 
military concepts and there is no 
political or military reason to 
have them here.” Nemeth said. 

More than 50,000 Soviet 
troops have been in Hungary 
ever since former prime minister 
Imre Nagy sought to withdraw 
his country from the Warsaw 
Pact during the 1956 uprising. 
Hie uprising was quashed by 
Soviet tanks and Nagy was 
executed for treason. 

Nemeth said the strategic and 
military geographic position of 
Hungary, which has no border 
with a member of the Western 
Nato alliance, made it possible to 
withdraw Soviet troops from 
Hungary “fully and without any 
risk within the shortest time. ” 

Hungarian Interior Minister 
Istvan Horvath resigned today 
over a bugging scandal but 
accused the opposition of con- 
ducting a witch-hunL 

The alliance of Free 
Democrats, a liberal party led by 
former dissidents, had published 
documents showing Horvath’s 
ministry was still spying on the 
opposition despite government 
assurances and a new democratic 
.constitution. 

Horvath, a member of the 
Socialist Party founded to suc- 
ceed the Communist Party last 
October, admitted he had been 
wrong not to end “Party-State" 
practices during Hungary's 
return to Western -style 

democracy. 

In an angry speech to 
Parliament Horvath said he and 
his ministry had done much to 
ease the democratic transition 
and accused “certain forces" of 
orchestrating a dangerous 
political campaign for electoral 
advantage. Elections are due in 
March.

War on Filipino communists 
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MANILA, Jan 23, (AP): The war on the communist rebels suffered a setback because of the December 
coup attempt after a senes of military victories against the insurrection, die country's military chief said 
today. 

Chief of Staff Gen. Renato de Villa also said the threat of a new coup will loom over the government as 
long as dissident military leaders remain at large and their civilian supporters are not indicted. 

In a nationally broadcast radio interview, De Villa said that before last month's coup attempt, the 
Rebel New People's Army had declined from a 1985 high of 25,000 fighters to about 19,000 and that the 
number of rebel-controlled villages had been reduced by 21 per cent. 

“Before the coup, weat the armed forces had a very clear assessment that the communist movement in 
the Philippines was collapsing,” De Villa said. 


“But we were disrupted by 
this coup. We will continue our 
programme until we see onr 
goal — that within two or three 
years we can already say that 
the communist movement 
would cease to be a great 
security threat” 

De Villa said the guerrillas’ 
inability to step up attacks dur- 
ing the Dec 1-9 coup attempt 
showed their disarray. He said 
the communists' imagi* had 
been tarnished by the collapse 
of Marxist governments in Eas- 
tern Europe. 

Commenting on the coup 
attempt, De Villa said renegade 
leaders of the recent uprising 
may be planning a new attempt 
to topple President Corazon 
Aquino but that it would fail 


He said six members of the 
“core group” that planned an H 
directed the December mutiny 
remain at large while two have 
been arrested. 


It was the sixth and bloodiest 
attempt to oust Mrs. Aquino, 
who was installed in the 1986 
civilian-military revolt that 
deposed the late President Fer- 
dinand Marcos. 


At least 113 people were 
killed and more than 500 were 
injured. 

“Based on our objective 
analysis, as long as that core 
group ... is at large, they would 
continue to plan and recruit - 
ambitious men,” De Villa said. 


He said the six may be meet- 
ing in secret with civilian finan- 
ciers to launch a seventh coup 
attempt against Mrs. Aquino. 

“As long as we do not bring 
to courts the civilian compon- 
ent, their supporters, they will 
continue to plan (against the 
government) and to put up 
alliances,” De Villa said. 

About 50 civilians, many of 
them former officers, are under' 
investigation pending possible 
rebellion charges in connection 
with the failed coup. So far, 
none has been indicted. 

They include Sen. Juan 
Ponce Enrile, who was fired as 
defence minister in November 
1986 after his followers laun- 
ched an unsuccessful coup. 
Enrile denies the allegation. 

Mrs. Aquino also has named 
Vice President Salvador Laurel 
and her estrained cousin ■ 
Eduardo Cojuangco as having 
possible links to the plotters. 
Laurel also denies the allega- 
tion.

ZURICH, Jan 23 (Reuter): The 
family of former Philippine 
president Ferdinand Marcos has 
appealed against a Zurich court 
ruling awarding the Philippines 
400 million Swiss francs (S260 
million) hidden in Switzerland by 
Marcos. 

Lawyer Bruno de Preux said 
on Monday the Philippines 
could not claim the money until 
one of its own courts ruled that 
the Marcoses or their associates 
had committed an offence. 

'There have been no criminal 
proceedings in the Philippines so 
how can they claim the money?” 
he said. 

Zurich prosecutor Peter 
Cosanday, who ordered the 
funds to be released earlier this 
month, said the Philippines must 
show that the money had been 


obtained illegally. 

If the appeal fails, De Preux 
said the Marcoses would take the 
case to the Supreme Court, a 
method they have used to block 
S 1 1 0 million released by courts i n 
Geneva and Fribourg. 

The Philippines, which 
accuses the Marcoses of “plun- 
der of the nation's wealth,” is 
seeking SI 00 billion in damages 
from them and their associates. 

Estimates of the wealth they 
have hidden in Switzerland range 
up to S600 million. Manila has 
been trying to repatriate the 
money for almost four years.

US court finds student guilty of tampering with computer 


SYRACUSE, New York, Jan 23, (AP): Ajury 
last night found a suspended graduate student 
guilty of leashing a rogue programme that 
crippled a nationwide network of thousands 
of computers. 

Robert T. Morris, 24, faces up to five years 
in prison and a $250,000 fine. He is the first 
person brought to trial under a 1986 federal 
computer fraud and abuse law that makes it a 
felony to break into a federal computer net- 
work and prevent authorised use of the sys- 
tem. 


Morris is the son of one of the top computer 
security experts for the US National Security 
Agency, the super-secret government organ- 
isation that gathers electronic intelligence 
around the world. 

Defence lawyer Thbmas Giudoboni con- 
tended at the tnal that Morris did not intend 
to cause permanent damage to any computer 
files when be unleased the worm. 

“There was no work lost, work was 
delayed. That's the bottom fine,” Gmdoboni 


He said that once Morris realised the worm 
had gone berserk, he took steps to fry to stop 
it when that failed, Guido boni said Morris 
had friends send out a message on an dec- 
tronic bulletin board with instructions how to 
defeat the worm. 

EUen Mdizer, a prosecutor for the US 
Justice Department, said Morris deliberately 
stole computer passwords from hundreds of 
people so the worm could break into as many 
computers as possible.

US secret service investigating reports: CBS 


NEW YORK, Jan 23, (Reuter): US security agents 
are ooncetned that a cocaine cartel could try to kill 
President George Bush, possibly by shooting down 
his plane, when he goes to an anti-drugs summit in 
Colombia next mouth, US television reported yes- 
terday. 

“The secret service is investigating a growing 
number of intelligence reports that members of the 
drug cartel will attempt to assassinate President 
Born," CBS News said. 

“Reports that the cartel has obtained surface-to- 
air missiles are being taken seriously,” it added. 

The report referred specifically to SA-7 shoulder- 

fired anti-aircraft missiles, which the drug cartel 

could use to try to shoot down air force one when 
Bush flies to Cartagena for the summit with tire 
leaders of Colombia, Bolivia and Peru. 

It said the jet was fitted with electronic defences 
to fool the missiles but that “concerns arc growing” 
about the possible danger and “the secret service is 
considering other ways of bringing the president 
into Colombia.” 

Bush has declared he intends to attend the sum- 
mit. 

In Washington a secret service spokesman told 


Reuters it was standard procedure to consider all 
possible modes of transport whenever the president 
travelled, at home or abroad. 

“Everything is considered every place he goes, 
he said. “But we haven't come up with anything 
that could cause us to change our methods or 
procedures or posture on the whole trip." 

The CBS report also cited officials* concern 
about other security problems, violence and disrup- 
tion at the summit. 

Almost 200 people have been killed and 1,000 
injured in bombings and other attacks since 
Colombian President Virgilio Barco declared war 
on the cocaine cartels last August. 

The son of Baxco's closest aide said drug lords 
who had held him captive for a month freed him on 
Monday to help end the country’s drug war.

The government said Montoya Escobar — son 
of German Montoya, the preadrafs secretary gen- 
eral — had been freed but it gave no details on who 
had been holding him.

MANAGUA, Jan 23, (UPI): 
President Daniel Ortega yester- 
day accused the US government 
and US-backed Contra rebels of 
planning to assassinate him but 
said he will continue his cam- 
paign for next month's national 
elections. 

Speaking at the last session of 
the national assembly, Ortega 
said the United States has plans 
to assassinate him in an ambush 
to be carried out by the Contras. 

“The Contra has plans to 
liquidate me, kill me, assassinate 
me,” said Ortega, who is seeking 
re-election as candidate of the 
ruling Sapdinista national 
liberation front in Feb 2 5 elec- 
tions. In addition to choosing a 
president, Nicaraguans are also 
scheduled to elect new members 
of the national assembly. 

There was no immediate com- 
ment from Contra leaders who 
have been trying to overthrow 
the government for about eight 
years. 

Ortega said that on Sunday 
about 800 Contras had planned 
to ambush him and his campaign 
caravan between the towns of 
Quilali and San Juan De Rio 
Cosor about 115 miles (185 km) 
north of Managua. . . 

Ortega said he was told by the 
government security organs 
about the Contra plan to attack 
him in northern Nicaragua.

“The Congress of the United 
States approved funds for Con- 
tras as humanitarian aid so that 
these people make plans and 
assassinate the president of 
Nicaragua, who also is candidate 
of the Sandinistra National 
Liberation Front,” Ortega said. 

The United States in the past 
has provided military aid and 
funds to the Contras. In 1988, 
however, the UnitedStates susp- 
ended all but humanitarian aid to 
The Contras under a peace plan 
drawn up by five Central 
American presidents. 

Onega said he will continue 
his campaign across the country 
irrespective of Contra ambushes 
and that such attacks will not 
hinder the country's electoral 
process. 

Ortega is running for re-elec- 
tion in Feb 25 general elections. 
His main challengers is Violeta 
Barrios de Chamorro of the 
United National Opposition, a 
US-backed 14-party coalition 
know as UNO. 

He was on a campaign tour in 
the northern towns of Quilali, 
San Juan De Rio Coco and Td- 
paneca on Sunday. 

Ortega said that as his

GENEVA, Jan 23, (AP): US and Soviet arms 
negotiators resumed talks yesterday voicing re- 
newed confidence they will meet the Malta summit 
goal of completing a Strategic Anns Reduction 
Treaty before the end of the year.

US President George Bush and Soviet President 
Mikhail Gorbachev agreed at Malta that all major 
outstanding issues should be resolved by their next 
summit in June and that the Start treaty should be 
signed before the end ofl 990.

Talks open to avoid

US opposes: Britain adamant on boat people 


GENEVA, Jan 23, (UPI): Involved nations began two days of talks 
today on alternatives to Britian's declared intention to forcibly send 
back thousands of Vietnamese boat people crowding Hong Kong 
camps. 

The United States said it remains opposed to British policy because 
there are still no assurances that repatriated refugees will be fairly 
treated. 

“Our position is still against forced repatriation until the situation in 
Vietnam changes," said a spokesman for the US delegation, led by 
Robert Funsetn, assistant deputy secretary of state for refugee affairs. 

“Conditions in Vietnam still preclude fair treatment of returning 
refugees. 11 the spokesman said. 

The two-day meeting involved 
Lhe 13 nations represented on a 
steering committee established 
under a “comprehensive plan of 
action" for Indochinese refugees 
agreed at a Geneva conference 
last summer. 

Members comprise Asian 
countries of refugee origin and of 
first asylum plus the Western 
countries providing final reset- 
tlement possibilities. 

About 10 additional nations 
were attenting the Geneva meet- 
ing. 

Last year's plan centred on 
encouraging the voluntary 
return of refugees and finding 
alternatives to forced repatria- 
tion, which violates basic princi- 
ples of the office of the UN High 
Commissioner for Refugees 
(UNHCR). 

Vietnam at the 1989 con- 
ference pledged not to discrimin- 
ate against returning nationals 
—a promise hardly yet put to the 
test because of the smallnumbers 
agreeing to voluntary return. 

Britain- before Christmas 
caused a furore by an initial for- 


British officials, however, reiterated the policy of Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher that boat people determined to be “economic" 
rather than "political” refugees and refusing to return voluntarily will 
be forcibly repatriated. 

Britain and Hong Kong estimate at more than 40,000 the number of 
Vietnamese boat people in Hong Kong camps who left their country in 
search of a better life rather than because of political danger. 

Participants said the United States was promoting a poposal dis- 
closed beforehand for a 12-month embargo on forced repatriation to 
give more time to find other solu-

TOKYO, Jan 23, (AP): Time bombs 
believed set by leftist radicals 
exploded almost simultaneously on 
eight trains in the Tokyo area early 
today, but no injuries were reported, 
police said. 

A metropolitan police official, 
speaking on condition of anonymity, 
said the explosions, all small, 
damaged seats on the trains. 

He declined to discuss further 
details, but Kyodo news service 
reported that Japan's best-known 
radical group, the Chukaku-Ha 
(middle core faction), churned res- 
ponsibility for the blasts. 

Kyodo said that in a statement 
sent to news media, the group 
declared “unlimited war” against 
plans for the formal coronation of 
Emperor Akihito in November and 
for expansion of Tokyo's Inter- 
national Airport.

TOKYO, Jan 23. (UPI): Prime 
Minister Toshiki Kaifu prepared 
today to dissolve tbe powerful 
lower house of parliament and 
call general elections next month 
amid poor popularity rating for 
his administration. 

Kaifu, 58, called on Emperor 
Akihito today to report on his 
recent tour of both Western and 
Eastern Europe and his resolve 
to dissolve the lower house and 
hold general elections, govern- 
ment sources said. 

A nation-wide opinion survey 
conducted last weekend showed 
that public support for Kaifu's 
administration unproved sligh- 
tly over the past month but was 
outclassed by the non-support 
rate, the national daily Asahi 
Shim bun reported today. 

The daily said the support rate 
stood at 37 per cent, up from 35 
per cent in December, against the 
□on-support rate of 41 per cent, 
up from 40 per cent. 

The paper said public support 
for the ruling Liberal 
Democratic Party stood at 48 per 
cent, compared with 30 per cent 
for the No. 1 opposition Japan 
Socialist Party. 

Political sources said the LDP 
and opposition parties formally 
agreed to dissolve the lower 
house tomorrow afternoon after 
voting for three pending bills, 
including government subsidies 
to farmers. 

The government will proclaim 
on Feb 3 that the election will be 


held Feb 18. the sources said. 

Government spokeswoman 
Mayumi Moriyama told repor- 
ters a regular cabinet session 
scheduled for Friday has been 
cancelled. 

It will be the first national elec- 
tion since Kaifu took office Aug 
9 after his two predecessors step- 
ped down in less than three mon- 
ths to take the blame for bribery 
and sex scandals. 

The LDP, which has been in 
power since its founding in 1955, 
lost a majority in the upper house 
for the first time in an election for 
the chamber last July. 

Political analysts blamed the 
LDP’s setback for the lingering 
impact of the bribeiy scandal and 
Japan's first sales tax, introduced 
in April. 

Most senior party leaders, 
including former prime minister 
No6oru Takeshita, were 
involved in the shares-for 
favours scandal which surfaced 
in the summer last year. 

Recruit Co., a major publish-

Japan aborts launch 

UCHINOURA. Japan. Jan 23, tAP): With only 18 seconds to go in the 
countdown. Japanese technicians cancelled a rocket launch today that was 
aimed at making Japan tire world’s third nation to reach the moon. 

Officials said only that an abnormality caused the launch to be scrubbed, and 
it would be another day before a launch “window" reopened. 

Dozens of reporters gathered on a dark hillside several miles (kilometres) 
from the Oceanside launch site on the southern island ofKyushu to watch for tire 
blastoff of the rocket carrying two satellites on a lunar mission. 

But 18 seconds before 8.48 pm ( 1 148 GMT) scheduled liftoff, the countdown 
was stopped. Details of the problem were not immediately revealed. 

if successfully launched, the Muses- A would be the first spacecraft to visit tire 
moon since the Soviet Union landed the unmanned vehicle Luna 24 on its 
surface in 1976. America's first astronauts landed on the moon m 1 969. 

The mission received little advance publicity in Japan and was not shown live 
on television.

Yesterday the Mongolian 
Democratic Association, a fled- 
gling reform group d emanding an 
end to tbe country's 69-year-old 
commnmst system, predicted that 
democracy would take root this 
year. 

Commenting on the group's 
demands for tbe first time, a 
government spokesman told 
foreign journalists that the ruling 
Commmiist party could “envisage 
a multi-party system.”

But the vote never came, and 
the congress was forced to ‘ 
adjourn late yesterday — a day 
ahead of schedule — with no date 
set for a new session.

Lower US defence costs: Tbe reduction of 
US troops stationed in Europe under an East-West 
treaty that may be signed this year would tower US 
defence costs by only S3 billion a year, a Congres- 
sional report said on Monday.

The Nigerian album’s popularity has spilled over into neighbouring coun- 
tries.

Zaire, Senegal and tbe Ivory Coast.

De Klerk,

threats 

JOHANNESBURG. Jan 23. 
(AP): Police said today they were 
investigating death threats by a 
right-wing extremist group 
against South African President 
F.W. de Klerk and the Rev. Jesse 
Jackson. 

Authorities were checking two 
letters sent to the citizen news- 
paper in the name of the white 
wolves threatening to kilt De 
KJerk and Jackson, who is expec- 
ted to visit South Africa shortly, 
a police spokesman said. 

Police said the investigation 
was “sensitive" and they could 
not release any details. 

One of the letters was headed 
“death threat" — Jesse Jack- 
son." the newspaper reported in 
today’s editions. It warned the 
American civil rights leader 
would be killed if he visited South 
Africa. 

“We are now warning you that 
Jesse Jackson's blood will be on 
your hands,” the letter said. 

The letters demanded the 
release of five imprisoned men 
linked to the white wolves, the 
paper said. The letters warned 
De Klerk would be killed if the 
group members were not freed, it 
said. 

The United States’ top official 
for African affairs conferred yes- 
terday with De Klerk and four 
cabinet members at the start of 
visit intended to assess the gover- 
nment’s proposals for political 
reform. 

Assistant Secretary of State 
Herman Cohen declined to dis- 
close details of his talks. He told 
journalists he would not be meet- 
ing with jailed black leader Nel- 
son Mandela during his three- 
day visit, but did not say whether 
he had requested such a meeting. 

Police used rubber bullets and 
a water canon today to disperse 
more than 5,000 black and 
mixed-race students protesting 
government education policies. 

Fleeing youths smashed win- 
dows of shops and cars. 

There was no immediate police 
report on injuries or arrests. One 
man was cut when a blast from 
the water canon knocked him 
into a roll of razor wire. 

The clash occurred after 
students and teachers from 
outlying townships gathered at 
St- George’s Anglican cathedral 
in downtown Cape Town for an 
unauthorised march to the 
nearby department of education 
and training. 

Police placed rolls of razor 
wire along the intended parade 
route and rejected organisers' 
requests to allow the march to 
proceed. 

Ignoring police warnings, 
pro testers set off down a shop- 
ping street but were halted at the 
razor wire. 

As the first rows of marchers 
began to turn back, police began 
spraying a water canon, and the 
crowd began fleeing in several 
directions.

THE director of the Land Survey Department at 
Kuwait Municipality. JassemXhalifa Al Jassem has. _ 
emphasised the success of : the computerisation of 
incoming transactions follow-up system which was 
officially commissioned early last January. 

He told a local daily that the department provided 
field remarks on the survey plan of a certain build- 
ing, and that staff surveyors would carry out 
periodical supervision on buildings to ensure that 
the proprietor abided by the designated space area, 
in line with the official building documents. 

There were quite a few buildings that violated the 
designated space areas and boundaries, and 
proprietors would have to submit a written pledge to 
abide by the stipulated space area upon demolition 
and reconstruction of the building, Jassem said. 

He added that the space area marking procedures 
took three days, which would initially focus on 

perpetrated in 

the area in question, on which a special report would 
be prepared and submitted to the planning depart- 
ment whose personnel would go out to inspect the 
real estate location. This is to ensure that there was 
no future projects intended in the area that may 
conflict with the proposed building activities. 

Procedures 

Marking procedures never last three days unless 
there were violations involving area encroachment, 
which would entail a re-survey operation, Jassem 
said. 

He revealed that the department’s intention to 
compact all procedures into one stage through com- 
puter aid, whereby to forecast potential obstacles 
and problems that could hinder the processing of 
clients' transactions, besides operating a special 
staff supervision system to folow up their perfor- 
mance and detect their mistakes. 

He said the occasional delay of transactions was 
caused by the need to collect data from different 
agencies which increased pressure on the depart- 
ment staff and slowed down transaction processing 


due to the routmeincdming/outgOmg mail. * —

He pointed out that the Co dams protect was the 
first of its kind in the world which basically involved 
the development of maps, collection of drawings 
from various service ministries and feed a central 
data bank to be classified and regulated on the basis 
of a unified system. This would be regularly updated 
through a computer network Hnkmg all relevant 
service ministries to the bank by means of on-line 
computer terminals. 

He said that a national geodesic network has been 
constructed for use through satellite frequency 
received by land stations, which would enable those 
in charge to establish the co-ordinates of certain 
main geographical points and technically revise 
with minimum errors. 

He said that the project would enable the genera- 
tion of real estate topographical and service maps 
for various user-ministries. 

Pressure . 

The head of the follow-up division Mohammad 
Al Abdullah has said that the division's basic func- 
tion was to develop the department's work perfor- 
mance, facilitate the processing of transactions and 
alleviate pressure on clients during official working 
hours. 

He said that the division followed up the process- 
ing of transactions through the various divisions 
involved; a job otherwise done by the client, point- 
ing out that all complaints published in local news- 
papers of delayed transactions were unfounded. 
Clients were urged to make phoned-in inquires to 
follow up their transactions and learn if they were 
ready or not. 

Division staff pay special attention to transac- 
tions earmarked as ‘Urgent,’ and 6,330 transactions 
were processed and despatched last year compared 
to 7,079 received, Jassem said.

THE deputy chairman of the 
Agriculture Affairs and Fish 
Resources Authority Ahmed Ai 
Naqeeb opened a symposium on 
zoonatic diseases, organised by 
the authority in co-operation 
with the regional programme for 
animal health ana production in 
the Middle and Far East. 

Naqeebstressed the hazards of 
shared h uman - animal diseases 
and said that the awareness by 
the government of Kuwait of this 
issue resulted in the development 
of the anti -Brucellosis projects 
among sheep, goats and cows — 
a project which received profuse 
government funding. Such fund- 
ing has been justified as seen 
from the returns on the social 
economic and health levels, the 
official said. 

The director of the Regional 
Animal Health and Production 
Project Dr Farouq Al Dousqi 
then delivered a speech in whim 
he said that more than 150 dis- 
eases were found to co-exist bet- 
ween humans and animals, 
which caused huge economic and 
social losses. 

He said that the increase in 
these diseases in the Middle East 
areas had led to the rise of the 
related death toll and affected 
animal health and production. 

He said that the spread of these 
diseases increased, as indicated 
by the Food and Agricultural 
Organisations, in a number of 
countries in North and South 
■America 7 where 175,000 
individuals were., under treat- 
ment from rabies. 

Losses 

He added that the estimated 
economic losses of animal- 
related diseases such as rabies, 
consumption and infectious 
abortion reached S600 million 
annually. 

He pointed out that the sym- 
posium was aimed at clarifying 
the scientific nature of shared 
human-animal diseases with 
considerable emphasis on infec- 
tious abortion and related econ- 
omic and social repercussions. 

The director of the Animal 
Health Department Dr Sultan 
Ahmad Al Sultan said that the 
symposium was also aimed at 
conducting dialogues among a 
group of scientists and resear- 
chers to highlight the latest 
achievements of modem science 
on tins problem. 

He said that the symposium 
comprised seven sessions, held 
through a four-day period, and 
contained lectures on the subject 
from representatives of 14 coun- 
tries. 

Meanwhile the chairman of 
the Public Authority for Agricul- 
tural Affairs and Fish' Resources 
Sheikh Ibrahim Duaij Al Sabah, 
conferred with the president and 
members of the city gover-

Citizens criticise 
level of education 


-in 


Low priority to academics 


A LOCAL daily has interviewed 
a number of citizens to obtain an 
overview of the education issue 
and the reasons Kuwaiti 
graduates face obstacles in join- 
mg the teaching profession. 

Manahi Dadhrs has described 
the education level in the country 
as low, clarifying that Kuwaiti 
students in the secondary and 
intermediate schools were m gen- 
eral below standard and are not 
qualified to join higher educa- 
tion. He complained that 
students in general were very 
poor in Engiish- 

Mutiak Naser said that the 
ministry is reviewing pessimis- 
tically the special tutorials 
imparted at private institutes, 
but in the schools tutorial classes 
were being organised. He 
clarified that tutorials either 
organised by the private ins- 
titutes or by the schools them- 
selves were but two faces of the 
same coin. He attributed the 
weakness of the students to the 
inefficiency prevailing among 
teachers. 

Ayed Ghaleb lamented the 
education level in the country 
and said that students were mos- 
tly involved in extra-curricular 
activities such as music, sports 
and other competition and that 
such activities were bang con- 
ducted at the expense of real 
academic learning 

High density 

Naser Ai Mikhled complained 
that the remote areas are suffer- 
ing hig h density in the classes and 


that each class in such schools 
contain about 40 students. He 
added that this phenomenon 
constitute a problem for teachers 
and students and must be 
radically solved. He added that 
administrative development in 
schools is an area of education 
that should be accorded priority. 

Faisal Al Mutairi complained 
of the behaviour of principals 
who believe that they own 
schools managed by them. Mar- 
zouk AJ-Osafi, thanked sincere 
teachers for their effort, but 
noted that some teachers have 
given this sacred post a bad 
name. He added that the 
behaviour of this section of tea- 
chers is against the educational 
process. 

Mansour Al Maymoun has 
called on the ministry of educa- 
tion not to concentrate only on 
the education process, but to pay 
very special attention to the 
behaviour issue, clarifying that 
lack of strict control had resulted 
in a number of teachers being 
attacked by students. 

Rwcruttmwit 

Fahed Al Hamly said that the 
Ministry of Education has 
refused to recruit Kuwaiti 
graduates from Kuwait Univer- 
sity under the guise that there are 
no vacancies commensurate with 
their qualifications although, 
some of the jobs applied for were 
held by expatriates. He said that 
most of the ministry's teachers 
were expatriates and yet Kuwaiti 
applicants were being rejected.

KD20,000 compensation 
to parents of lost baby 

Deportation ban 

THE Higher Court of Appeal 


A COURT ordered that 
KD 20,000 be paid as compensa- 
tion to the parents of a new bom 
baby who mysteriously disap- 
peared from the Maternity Hos- 
pitaL 

A citizen Abdulla AI 
Rasheedi, the father of the baby, 
told the- court that his son was 
stolen just 24 hours after bong 
bom on 22nd July last year and 
placed the onus of responsibility 
on the hospital where the child 
was delivered. 

Rasheedi who was comment- 
ing on a statement of the director 
of the hospital attributed respon- 
sibility ofthe baby to the family 
and said that this was illogical as 
the baby whom be had named 
Mohammad was "spirited 
awa/* just a day after he was 
delivered by Caesarean opera- 
tion. 

The father added that he had 
seen his son in the new babies 
ward of the hospital and his 
mother had seen the child on 
awakening. However, the very 
next day the child was nowhere 
tobefound. 

He informed the public rela- 
tions of the hospital which called 
in the CID. CID men undertook 
extensive investigations without 
any firm results. 

He commented that security at 
the hospital is totally lax and 
added that the amount of com- 
pensation is not.a substitute for 
the return of his child. ■ 

However, be added that he has 
a strong feeling that the child is 
well and enjoying good health 
and is sure that be will return to 
hizhoneday.

Giving examples of parking lots in 
Kuwait, Qoud said that more than 2000 vehicles 
daily park at Kuwait International Airport parking 
lot number 2, on the other hand, the capital parking 
lot has an average of 1000 vehicles and Mubaralriya 
lot 1200 vehicles daily. 

He stated that more parking lots will be establi- 
shed in the future at several areas.

Employees 
complain 
of stagnant 
paychecks 


INCREASE of salaries will 
bring joy to many workers and 
some may find the raise in 
salaries a good opportunity fora 
breather. Residents and atoms 
complained ofbigh prices point- 
ing out thai their salaries are still 
fixed while prices have more than 
doubled. They added that all- 
owances included in salaries 
don’t cover their needs and said 
that risk allowances are low com- 
pared with the amount of risk 
they are bring exposed to while 
on duty. 

A local daily interviewed a 
number of people to discuss this 
issue. 

Khated Al Mane pointed out 
that he receives a monthly salary 
of KD500 which is not enough to 
cover necessary living expenses 
and other requirements. He 
stressed that they have the right 
to ask for increase in salaries, 
particularly since no salary raises 
were given to employees for a 
longtime. 

He said that he has many 
friends who receive the same 
salary and have lads beside wives 
and cannot make it to the end of 
the month.

Economic proposals 
rea lisation in 6 mon ths 

Premier regularly informed 


KUWAIT, Jan 23, (Kuna); 
Implementation of recommen- 
dations approved by the Council 
of Ministers to reinvigorate the 
local economy are likely to be 
completed in six months. Central 
Bank Governor Sheikh Salem 
Abdulaziz Al Sabah said today. 

Sheikh Salem, who is head of a 
follow-up committee entrusted 
with implementing the new 
programme, told a local news- 
paper in a lengthy interview that 
it “would be a great accomplish- 
ment if we could carry out all 
economic recommendations in 
six months.” 

Responsibility 

The recommendations were 
proposed by a committee of 
experts from the government and 
the private sector after all efforts 
to activate the stagnanteconomy 
during the past rune years failed 
to regain trust of investors in the 
market following the crash of the 
stock market in 1981. 


In the interview, Sheikh Salem 
said some of the recommenda- 
tions can be implemented 
immediately by issuing minis- 
terial decisions but other recom- 
mendations must be given a max- 
imum period of six months in 
order to be practicable. 

Specialised teams, the gover- 
nor said, have finished translat- 
ing the recommendations into 
measures for implementation by 
various ministries and have 
determined the departments 
which will have the responsibility 
for implementing the new 
measures, 

Raporta 

Asked whether HH the Crown 
Prince and Prime Minister 
Sheikh Sand Al Abdullah, the 
real backer of the process, was 
being informed on all aspects of 
the issue. Sheikh Salem said the 
Crown Prince was receiving 
weekly reports on all minutes of 
the discussions and the decisions. 

He added that Sheikh Saad has 


been always instructing the com- 
mittee to speed up the process 
and enforce the recommenda- 
tions as quickly as possible. 

On anoihcrissuc, the governor 
disclosed that the Central Bank 
will announce in the few coining 
months a new plan for financing 
housing construction with low 
interest rates. 

He said that commercial 
banks have been asked to study 
the proposal and respond to the 
Central Bank. The plan, he said, 
instructs the banks to provide 
housing loans for citizens with 
low interest rates on the assump- 
tion that the government will pay 
the rest of the interest instead of 
the citizen. 

The new plan would attract 
citizens to apply for housing 
loans from commercial banks 
instead of waiting for loans from 
the government-owned Savings 
and Credit Bank, a bank 
primarily established to provide 
loans for qualified citizens.

Psychiatry Update Symposium 

Individual treatment 
of addicts proposed

Arab Times staff 
UNLESS blanket prescriptions 
given to drug and alcohol addicts 
m Kuwait are replaced with more 
individually based patient care, 
treatment of such patients will 
remain baseless ana ineffective, 
according to a study by Dr Afi 
Bilal. 

Speaking to about a hundred 
psychiatrists at the “Psychiatry 
Update Symposium" that 
opened Monday, Dr Bilal said a 
1986 study on a 140 patients at 
the addiction unit of the Psy- 
chiatric Hospital found that 


there was no association between 
the treatment given to these 
patients and their ages, the sub- 
stance they abuse or their health 
condition. 

The associate professor ofpsy- 
chiatry at the Faculty of 
Medicine said that the “cocktail 
of drugs” given to these patients 
actually worsened their addictive 
state. 

Evaluation 

“In a nutshell, drugs are no 
treatment for addiction," asser- 
ted Dr Bilal. He added that 
patients should undergo a com- 
plete individual medi(»l evalua- 


tion and be treated accordingly. 

Dr Bilal also believes that 
detoxification, which is usually 
carried out at the addiction unit, 
should be the responsibility of 
general hospitals. He said the 48- 
hour period could be life- 
threatening to patients if they do 
not receive proper care. “We do 
not have all the necessary equip- 
ment at the uniL," he added. 

Sessions of the symposium, 
which is organised by Kuwait 
Institute for Medical Specialisa- 
tions are being held at the 
Faculty of Medicine. They will 
continue through today.

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Bush concerned about Soviet events 

Gorbachev in serious trouble 
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WASHINGTON: President Bush, according to 
some of his dose advisers, is increasingly concerned 
that Mikhail Gorbachev is in serious trouble. Signs 
are mounting that die Soviet leader’s honeymoon he 
has enjoyed during his first three years in office is 
petering out and that perestroika, the key to his 
reforms, has bogged down. The economy has failed 
to improve, dissatisfaction among the people is 
rising and criticism mounting. 

No doubt, the failure of his mission to Lithuania 
and the ferocity of the civil war between Azer- 
baijanis and Armenians are undermining his 
authority, but it is the failure of perestroika that is 


learn from well informed quarters, that opposition 
to him in the Politburo and the Central Committee is 
beginning to make itself felt. 

Resistance 

I am told that it is because of the resistance he is 
encountering the weekly meetings of the Politburo 
are now rarely held, and that the same applies to the 
sub-committee meetings of the Central Committee. 
Increasingly, he is said to rely on the Congress of the 
People’s Deputies where he holds a dear majority 
for decisions. By-passing the Politburo and the 
Central Committee is bound to create dissatisfac- 
tion, even hostility. It is also an indication of a 
decline of his authority. 

At the Malta s ummi t meeting Bush made it dear 
to Gorbachev that he very much wishes him to 
succeed and the latter admitted that he had indeed 
become persuaded that this was the President's 
intention. 

The President's Soviet experts are. therefore ask- 
ing themselves whether perestroika could still 
provide the essential changes Gorbachev has been 
□oping for or whether it wQl prove to be not much 
more than an experiment. It has not, so far. 
produced the kina of metamorphosis people had 
expected. It is also becoming obvious that Gorba- 
chev has been introducing various institutional 
changes without a clear governing strategy, no dear 
direction. Instead, the impression is growing among 
the President's Sovietologists that policies are being 
made up from week to week. 

Declining 

Another sign of Gorbachev's dedining authority 
is that there is no major power base he can count on 
for support and loyalty. It certainly is not the 
Communist Party whose political role he has been 
cutting down, it is not the military thousands of who 
find themselves without jobs and forced to seek 
menial employment to support themselves in the 
wake of arms control agreements and the need to 
reduce the costs of the armed forces. And he cannot 
rely on the KGB, the secret police, whose powers he 
has severely limited. 

It is true that there is no obvious successor stand- 
ing in the wings to take Gorbachev’splace. But crisis 
situations can suddenly churn up a new leader. Boris 
Yeltsin, if no one else, has the obvious desire to 
succeed Gorbachev. He is the former chief of the 
Moscow Co mmunis t Party who has criticised Gor- 
bachev for not being radical enough. He told an 
interviewer last week that "five years should be 
enough for a president to prove his worth,” implying 
that Gorbachev has failed to do so. He also said that 
there is “a great danger of violence unless further 
radical reforms are taken” and that "the reform 
effort had reached the most decisive and difficult 
phase. Yeltsin is a leader of the Democratic Front 
which he says is not a political party. It is part of an 
opposition group that includes one that is called 
Shield whose members are the disgruntled among 
the military. 

Successor 

I have also heard the present Prime Minister 
Ryzhkov mentioned as a possible successor. He 
does not have Gorbachev’s leadership qualities, but 
he stands a good deal further to the right. At least 
verbally he is more confrontational in his approach 
to the West, and especially to the United States. He 
might well seek to rekindle the cold war in order to 
regain the controls the government lost under glas- 
nosL 
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Apart from Gorbachev’s future, the Bush admin- 
istration, while it applauds the democratisation of 
Eastern Europe, is getting worried that after the 
jubiliations a backlash may occur that could 
produce serious internal conflicts and threaten the 
survival of the fledgling liberal governments. 

It could, well happen in Poland where the new 
government introduced drastic economic restraints 
and the coal miners are already on strike. It could 
also happen in East Germany where the massive 
exodus to West Germany is a form of protest against 
the inferior living conditions in East Germany. The 
East German government cannot afford tolose the 
younger people. whoare .well educated andready to 
pull their professional weight. . ", 

Neither East Germany, Romania nor Bulgaria 
have as yet frmctionmggovemments able to take the 
■drastiededsion necessary for their survival. In those 
countries the Communist Parties are still fighting a 
rearguard action to keep themselves in power, only 
In Czechoslovakia and Hungary the new govern- 
ments seem to be in control of the transition to 
democratisation. 

However, all the East European governments will 
have to overcome serious economic problems with- 
out the kind of economic aid they need. It is not 
surprising therefore that there is general agreement 
among the experts that a backlash could seriously 
mar the dawn of democracy in Eastern Europe. 

Apart from the exodus of East Germans to West 
Germany there is another exodus in progress that is 
the only beginning to catch world attention. It is the 
exodus of Jews from the Soviet Union. Three mon- 
ths ago, when I visited the Soviet Union, I was told 
that something of a panic about the growth of anti- 
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Semitism was spreading among Soviet Jews. It 
se ems surprising and unexpected in view of the new 
tolerance toward religion under Gorbachev who 
allowed churches and synagogues that had been 
locked for sixty or more years to be opened. But the 
Jews are said to be fearful that if Gorbachev falls, 
some sort of new programs may occur. There is the 
Pamyet Party which is openly anti-Semitic, but, I 
was told, is relatively small and internally divided. 
Their members are aggressive, reminiscent of the 
German Nazis. 

There are also the nationalists who aim at 
spiritual and national unity in pure Russian orth- 
odox terms. They, liye in .the, countryside. |q . 
mediaeval Russian peasant style; they want to 
-remain uncontaminated by contact with Wesief- 
ners-Tfaey axe not only hostile to {he systqn^oF- 
govemment, but in particular to Gorbacbev's.Thcir 
cult hero is the novelist Rasputin, who lives in far 
away Irkutsk in Siberia. He and good many of his 
followers are also openly anti-Semitic because they 
believe that the Jews are a blight on Russian ess and. 
in view of their limited number, are far too influen- 
tial, politically and culturally. At any rate, last year 
more than fifty thousand Jews left the Soviet Union 
and, judging by the exit visa applications, more will 
leave in 1990. 

The Shamir government in Israel is very keen on 
this new influx from the Soviet Union because those 
Russian Jews are said to be quite conservative in 
their outlook and may well reinforce the Likud 
Party md its hardline do tides. This mass exodus will 
lead to the lifting of US trade restrictions, imposed 
under the Jackson-Vanik amendment, and give the 
Soviet Union a better chance to sell its exports in the 
United States. 


Reforms buoy monarchy hopes 


VIENNA Austria. (AP): The chants of Eastern Europe's 
pro-democracy protesters as they ousted former commun- 
ist overlords have been sweet musk to members of long- 
deposed royal families.

Stifled under decades of communist rule, their aspira- 
tions have now even gained some support at home. When a 
crowd spotted Otto von Hapsbuig on a street in Budapest, 
Hungary, in April, it chanted “Long live the king." 

Romania's King Michael I waits for his people's call, 
and Albania's King Leka 1 would like to come borne from 
South Africa. 

Indeed, Von Hapsburg and King Michael appear to 
tavc a chance at publk office — if only honorary — in their 
homelands. 

The prospect of restoring royalty, of course, is unthinka- 
ble to many citizens of Eastern Europe. Monarchists seem 
to be in the minority. 

Hungary plans to establish a multiparty democracy this 
year, and Romania has tentative plans to follow suit. 

In Romania, even the word “dynasty" smacks of repres- 
sion, reminding most people of the dan of executed dic- 
tator Nicolae Ccausescu. He ruled like an absolute mon- 


arch, installing family members m key positions. 

Bemd Possdt, Von Hapsburg’s spokesman, seemed to 
agree with public speculation that his boss might stand a 
chance to become Hungary's state president this year. 

“All options are being kept open, and the matter is again 
under review," Posselt said in a recent telephone interview 
from Strasbourg, France. Hapsburg, the eldest son of 
King Karl VI of Hungary — abo Emperor Kail 1 of 
Austria — is now a Bavarian deputy in the European 
Parliament.

During his first official visit to Hungary in February, 
Von Hapsburg, who is fluent in Hungarian, received a 
hero’s welcome.

On Dec 22, the day Ceauscscn was overthrown, the 
exiled Iring said he was ready to return to his country as 
bead of a constitutional monarchy. 

“I have been waiting for this for 40 years," he told a 
hastily convened news conference in Geneva, near his 
home in exile. “If people want me to comeback, ofcourse, I 
wfD come back.” 

Michael was forced to abdicate in December 1947 amid 
the prospect of civil war and pressure from the Kremlin 
and its Romanian communist allies. 

Two or King Michael’s exiled daughters, Sophie and 
Margarita, were in Romania over the weekend. 

Margarita was asked at a news conference whether she 
was surprised by being met at the airport by a group of

She stressed, however, that she and her sister “have not 
come here in any lad to restore the monarchy — 1 want that 
to be absolutely dear."

Ties with Prague to resume in weeks: Peres 


Baker, said he was confident 
developments in Eastern Europe 
were not distracting Baker from 
his Middle East peace efforts. 

PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat 
yesterday stopped briefly in 
Cairo for talks with a senior adv- 
iser of President Hosm Mubarak 
on the eve of a private visit by 
Peres. Peres was expected to meet 
with Mubarak and Meguid 
tomorrow. 

In an interview published 
today in the semi-official Cairo 
daily A1 Ah ram, Peres reaffirmed 
his commitment to the peace 
process and said his Labour 
Party would quit Israel's ruling 
coalition government if there is 
no headway. 

Meanwhile, Israeli soldiers 
shot dead a fleeing Palestinian in 
the West Bank today and a sus- 
pected collaborator was found 
stabbed to death by fellow Pales- 
tinians, Arab and Israeli sources 
said. 

Residents of Nablus said 
Mousa Izza: Sa'ed, 23. was shot 
seven times during a night chase 
by troops hunting for activists. 

Israeli military sources said 
soldiers followed standard 
procedure, ordering him to halt 
and then firing in the air before 
shooting him. 

They said the man was a leader 
of Palestinian “shock troops” 
implementing orders from 
organisers of the uprising against 
Israeli rule in the occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. 

Two Palestinian teenagers 
were wounded by gunfire in sub- 
sequent clashes with troops in 
Nablus and nearby Askar 
refugee camp, hospital officials 
said. A one-year-old boy was 
taken to hospital after breathing 
tear-gas. 

Palestinians said businesses 
shut down in Nablus and neigh- 
bouring refugee camps. Activ- 
ists, many of them masked, burnt 
tyres and set up barricades. 


PRAGUE. Jan 23, (Reuter): Israeli 
Vice- Premier Shimon Pe res signed a 
trade agreement with Cze- 
choslovakia yesterday and said the 
two countries would resume 
diplomatic relations within two or 
three weeks. 

Peres, the first Israeli minister to 
visit Prague since ties were cut in 
1967, signed the accord with Cze- 
choslovak Finance Minister Vaclav 
Klaus. 

He also met President Vaclav 
Havel who, he said, assured him that 
Czechoslovakia would stop provid- 
ing arms to the Middle East and 
become “a provider of goodwilL” 

“I understood from the President 
that in a very short time we will renew 
diplomatic relations, probably in a 
matter of two or three weeks," Peres 
said, adding that it would cake place 
during a visit to Prague by Israeli 
Foreign Minister Moshe Arens.

The Mujahedeen said in a telex from its office in Baghdad that several 
hours after the sit-in startedagroup of relatives entered the UN officein 
Tehran to testify to the delegation. 

It said the protest developed while the Inutian authorities "are 
arresting and intimidating the families of political prisoners and of 
those executed en masse ... to prevent any protest action during the UN 
mission’s stay in Iran.” 

The opposition group had reported in a telex received earlier in the 
day that the authorities were detaining the families of people tortured 
and executed to prevent them from testifying.

Moscow likely to offer concessions on Afghanistan 


articles in violation 0 (Turkish law.

WASHINGTON, Jan 23, (AP): The 
Soviet Onion may be prepared to offer 

concessions to end the war in Afghanistan 
when Secretary of State James Baker visits 
Moscow next month, say administration 
o ffic ia ls and a US lawmaker. 

The key is ending Soviet support for the 

Afghan leader Najib, and Kremlin 
offidals hinted at such a shift during the 
Malta summit last month and the October 
meeting between Baker and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Eduard Shevardnadze, 
said a State Department source who spoke 
on condition of anonymity. 


The No. 3 man in the State Department, 
Robert M. Kimmitt, returned Saturday 
from a trip to Pakistan, Saudi Arabia and 
India, three nations that have played a role 
in the conflict. 

The trip by Kimxmtt, undersecretary of 
state for political affairs, did not produce 
any breakthroughs or shifts in the US 
'position, said the source. 

Afghanistan is expected to be high on 
the agenda when Baker meets again with 
Shevardnadze on Feb 6 ~ 7 in Moscow, 
other officials said. 

The Americans say the key to ending the 


Afghan civil war is curbing Soviet support 
for Najib, as well as free elections in Afgh- 
anistan, steps that a Congressman just 
back from Moscow says the Soviets are 
ready to take. 

“Their position was that their world is 
on the edge of the abyss, that this is a 
powerful irritant in relations with the 
United States,” said Congressman Cha- 
rles Wilson,* Texas Democrat who recen- 
tly returned from a week of talks in Mos- 

Senior Soviet officials said they were will- 
ing to stop shipping weapons to Najib if 


the United States would cease anning the 
mujahedeen guerrillas, a formula the 
Soviets rejected a year ago when they 
began to withdraw their troops from Afgh- 
anistan, said Wilson. 

Wilson met with Valentin Falm, a chief 
of the international department of the 
Soviet Communist Party, and with the 
chief Soviet envoy for Afghan affairs, Nik- 
olai I. Kozrev. 

“Their position was ... in one hour you 
stop supplying the mujahedeen and we will 
stop supplying Najibullah," Wilson said.

DESPITE initial setbacks. Sun- 
jay Dutt has generally emer ge d 
as an actor with promise. In his 
latest movie, Khatamak (Dan- 
gerous), he plays a convincing 
anti-hero, rebelling against the 
system to prove that only the 
fittest can survive. 

The film also shows the 
preference of filmmakers for 
anti-heroes, who will, perhaps, 
become a permanent fixture in 
Indian cinema. Khatamak is a 
triumph of one man’s will- 
power. 

Initially, you want to keep 
your hands off the dangerous, 
combustible combination of 
Darbaria (Anumpam Kher) and 
Jaunpuri (Kiran Kumar) with 
Suraj (Sunjay Dutt) fighting for 
stellar honours. The thrills and 
frills are aplenty, to keep action 
fans glued to their seats. But the 
format changes swiftly, twisting 
the normal saga into an accepta- 
ble story after writer S uraj Sanim 
introduces the elements of 
reform and realism, with some 
idealism thrown in for. 


Deftly handled by director 
Bharat Rungachary, the slick 
production unfolds with com- 
passionate zeal studying 
criminal behaviour and touching 
on some of its causes. 

It's the story of children born 
and bred amid the harsh realities 
of poverty. Suraj is one such 
child, who learns at a very early 
age that he must fight back if he 
has to survive. It is this reality 
that hardens his resolve, and 
shapes his character. 

He knows only the language of 
brute strength; he speaks it, 
breathes it and becomes a hard- 
hearted criminal, and killing 
becomes a routine. And he 
survives until his conscience is 
jolted by a seemingly innocent 
episode in his life. Suraj is held 
responsible for the death of 


Yogesh, the husband of a woman 
he admires. 

Can circumstances shape des- 
tiny? Yes, says Khatamak, 
through the vicious circle of 
events that first make and then 
break Suraj’s dreams. Even- 
tually, despite losing several 
crucial battles, be wins the war. 

Although Khatamak often 
slips into gimmicks, it does make 
a point. Suraj's pent up fury, his 
hopelessness, his dreams and the 
final moment of truth compen- 
sate the agony of watching mean- 
ingless violence, which has 
become a part of nearly all Hindi 
films. Sangeeta, Yogesh and 
Helena are some of the charac- 
ters that form an integral part of 
the narrative. 


Sunjay Dutt and Farha give 
'convincing performances. Anita 
Raj in a brief cameo lives up to 
her vampish role. Anwar Khan’s 
dialogue, Rajan Kinagi's 
photography and director 
Bharat Rungachary’s grasp are 
worth mentioning in reviewing 
the overall impact of the movie.

Vidrohi has nothing new to 
offer. Khalid Narvi’s screenplay

It haunts us for but a moment 
as we sit through the silly capers 
of the principals. They fight the 
good vs evil battle. 

And when the war explodes, 
you are fairly certain of its out- 
come. The triumph of the hero is 
the anti-dimax. 

To add spice, Narvi waves his 
magic wand to sow the seeds of 
dissen t and, lo presto, the most 
honest policeman turns a rebel. 
Some magic! 

Political intrigue and outlaw 
tactics don’t go hand in hand, as 
Narvi had envisaged. And when 
outlaw Nag Singh (Amrish Puri) 


plays his serpentine game, we 
know that the police _ officer 
would suffer a snake bite. The 
scapegoat is the law — the blind 
lady of law that steps on 
everyones toe when all other gim- 
micks fail. 

Shatrughan Sinha's heroic 
struggle to overcome the hype 
seem like a waste of energy. 
Poonam Dhillon is the female 
attraction. It would be sane lo let 
.the lonely warrior — Vidrohi 
(the rebel) — fight for unknown 
causes, perhaps in the Rajasthani 
deserts.

Israel, Moscow 
to sign trade

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
Jan 23, (Reuter): Israel and the

“Current export capacity and 
outlets ensure us a high degree of 
export flexibility, bearing in 
blind the export bottlenecks lfacf 
used to suffer,” he said.

American corporate

NEW YORK, Jan 23, (Reuter): Last year, for the first time since 1975, 
US corporate research spending declined in real terms, heightening 
concern that the United States may lose its edge in the high technology 

field, a New York Tnnes article said today. 

The decline in research spending will be outlined in a National 
Science Foundation survey due to be released within a week, it said. 

The report will show that although research outlays rose to $68.8 
billion in 1 989 from $66.5 billion in the previousyear, when adjusted for 
inflation the change represented a decline of nine-tenths ofoneper cenL 
Economists and corporate research executives say the trend is 
particularly worrisome because much of the money is bang shifted 
from basic research, which is less immediately profitable, to the

conducted in large laboratories, where resources can be pooled. 

The reduced spending on research reflects several factors, such as 
high US interest rates and corporations’ increased attention to short- 
terin profitability, particularly in this area of widespread mergers and.

Alba seeks loan 


BAHRAIN, Jan 23, (Reuter): Aluminium B ahrain 
BSC (Alba) has asked a consortium of banks led by 
Bahrain's Arab Banking Corporation (ABC) and 
Kuwait-based Gulf Investment Corporation (GlC) 
to arrange a S560 million loan, bankers said today. 

The 16-year facility, the biggest commercial loan 
in the Gulf for several years, is the first part of a SI .4 
billion expansion that will more than double the 
smelter's capacity to 465,000 tonnes per year. 

Bankers said details of the loan package would be 
finalised in the next few days and other international 
banks invited to join afterwards. The loan would 
probably be signed before the Muslim holy month of 
Ramadan begins in late March.

Union Carbide stands by settlement 

There will be no compromise with crime' 


DANBURY, Connecticut Jan 23, (UPI) : Union 
Carbide Corp. officials said today they were con- 
fident the $470 milli on settlement over the Bhopal 
poison gas tragedy wDl stand in the face of a 
challenge by Indian Prime Minister V.P. Singh. 

Singh announced Sunday his government will 
reinstate, criminal liability charges against Union 
Carbide and its former chairman if the Indian 
Supreme Court overturns the settlement reached 
with the previous government Feb 14. 

“We really don’t see that happening,” said spok- 
esman Robert Berzok at Union Carbide’s Danbury 
headquarters! * 

i Singh spoke before about 10,000 people during a 
four-hour visit Sunday to the scene of history’s 
worst industrial disaster, which has caused more 
than 3300 deaths since it occurred Dec 3, 1984. 

“Human life and criminal liability cannot be 
compromised." Singh said. “There will be no com- 
promise with the crime in tbe settlement for compen- 
sation with the company.” 

“No one has the right to bargain on the lives of 
people,” said Singh, who took power Dec 2^ 1989. 

Berzok said the company had no comment on 


Singh's strong language and preferred to stand 
behind the statement issued last week by Union 
Carbide general counsel Joseph E. Geogban. 

Geoghan said at the time the settlement was an 
“extremely fair.” binding agreement on India and 
that Singh and his government “cannot disavow the 
settlement because they disagree with it.” 

Singh said his government would reinstate 
criminal liability charges in the case if a special 
Supreme Court review panel upholds petitions 
demanding cancellation of the settlement between 
Union Carbide and the former Congress (1) Party 
administration of Rajiv Gandhi. 

In return for payment of$470 million. theGandhi 
government dropped criminal liability charges 
brought against Union Carbide, its former chair- 
man, Warren Anderson, the firm's Hong Kong 
office and its Indian subsidiary and seven officers. 

The accord, negotiated by a three-judge Supreme 
Court bench, also required the Gandhi administra- 
tion to drop a S3 billion civil liability suit that 
claimed Union Carbide's negligence was reponsible 
for the leak.

TOKYO, Jan 23, (Reuter): Iran 
wants to resume borrowing from 
the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF) and World Bank to 
finance its post-war reconstruc- 
tion after a decade of restrictions, 
a Japanese Foreign Ministry 
official said. 

Iran Central Bank Governor 
Mohammad Hussein Adeti was 
quoted by the official as telling 
Mitsuru Watanabe, director- 
general of the Middle Eastern 
and African Affairs Bureau, that 
Iran received a mission from the 
World Bank recently to discuss 
credits. 

Iran expects an IMF mission 
soon, Adeli told Watanabe dur- 
ing a January visit to Iran, the 
official said. 

Iran has refused to engage in 
foreign borrowing since the 
Islamic revolution in 1979, the 
ministry official said. 

The use of foreign credits as a 
means of economic reconstruc- 
tion has caused heated debate 
among Iranian leaders since 
eight years of war with Iraq 
ended in August 1988. 

The late leader Ayatollah 
Khomeini initially ruled out 
borrowing, but later gave the go- 
ahead to limited use of foreign 
credit to rebuild the economy. 

Iran has sounded out 


for receiving yen credits, but has 
not yet officially sought them. 
Foreign Ministry officials said. 

“No specific request has been 
made by Iranian officials as yet. 
They seem to have in the works 
their plans for foreign credits and 
new oil and gas projects," said a 
ministry offidaL 
In a 1989 estimate the World 


Bank put Iran's per capita GNP 
at $1,500 to $3,499, another min- 


istry official said. 

He said Japan is likely to limit 
credits to countries, where per 
capita GNP is no more than 
$2200 for the year starting next 
April. 

Iranian President Ali Akbar 
Hashemi Rafsanjani said earlier 
this month that Iran had to 
borrow hard currency to rebuild 
its war-shattered economy.

Jordan faces harsh economic reality 


AMMAN, Jan 23, (Reuter): Revived 
democracy has given Jordanians more 
say in economic policy but they cannot 
avoid painful belt tightening, econ- 
omists say. 

“Can people sustain the pressure of 
risingprices? I'm afraid it might burst,” 
said Fakhri Bilbeissi, a banker. 

Jordan, long cushioned by Arab aid 
and foreign loans, began IMF-agreed 
reforms last April with price increases 
which sparked riots. Hastily-called 
elections, the first in 22 years, produced 
a parliament which is now debating a 
1990 austerity budget. 

Finance Minister Basel Jardaneh 
told Reuters he expected the house fin- 


ance committee to approve, with minor 
changes, a budget which would cut real . 
spending and increase tax revenue. 

After years of price stability, the cost 
of living rose 26 per cent last year, 
matching the erosion of the dinar's 
dollar value, but Jardaneh predicted 
slower inflation in 1990. 

"Assuming the dinar remains stable, 
1 expect inflation of 1 2 or 13 per cent,” 
he said. "If we get a good agricultural 
season and vegetable prices stay down, 
it could be in single figures.” 

Government employees have had no 
genera] pay rise since 1985. Private sec- 
tor workers have done better, but in 
most cases their increments have not 


kepi pace with recent inflation. 

Parliament, keen to root out alleged 
government corruption, has set up -a 
committee to probe responsibility for 
the economic crisis and many deputies 
have complained about rising prices. 

Some plan to ask the government to 
lift a lid of secrecy on the finances of the 
debt-ridden airline Royal Jordanian 
and to demand public scrutiny of the 
affairs of farm marketing boards and 
other state-owned agencies. 

The government has pledged to ease 
the hardships of the poor and has 
alloted about $90 million for food sub- 
sidies. 

But it will have to ask Jordan's fast- 


growing population to swallow lower 
living standards while it tackles the 


living standards while it tackles the 
long-ignored problems of high spend- 


ing and borrowing which depleted 
foreign reserves and caused the dinar's 


foreign reserves and caused the dinar's 
collapse in October 1988. 

The government says progress has 
been made. 


Arab aid helped steady the dinar in 
.ugust after it bad lost two-fifths of its 


August after it had lost two-fifths of its 
dollar value. The devaluation deterred 
imports and made exports more com- 
petitive, cutting the trade deficit by a 
third to $ 1 . 1 5 billion from 1 .7 billion in 
1988.

Japan may swap

TOKYO. Jan 23, (Reuter): 
Japan is ready to open its huge 
domestic oil-products market to 
Middle Eastern nations and offer 
them cash and technology in 
exchange for guarantees of stable 
oil supplies in the 1990s, oil 
industry and government sour- 
ces say. 

Japan has recently started 
exchanging visits of high-level 
officials with Mideast countries. 
In the past such visits were rare 
despite Japan's heavy depen- 
dence on huddle East oil. 

“Both Japan and the Middle 
East nations are interested in 
developing the existing seller- 
buyer oil relationship into some- 
thing more mutually depen- 
dent," said Tsutomu Toichi, 
chief economist at Japan's 
privately run Institute of Energy 
Economics. 

Saudi Arabian Oil Minister 
Hisham Nazer will arrive in 


Tokyo on Thursday as pert of a 
trip to the Far East, which also 


trip to the Far East, which also 
includes visits to Indonesia and 
South Korea. 

Nazer said in Jakarta on 
Saturday that die trip focused on 
the possibility of co-operating on 
refining and marketing projects. 

“There is no obstacle on our 
part to oil investments- by the 
Gulf states.” Masaji Yamamoto, 
director-general of Japan's 
Agency of Natural Resources 
and Energy, said this month. He 
visited Kuwait, Saudi Arabia 
and the United Arab Emirates in 
mid-January to discuss long- 
term crude supplies to Japan.

World Bank vows to aid E. Europe 


Business Week

LONDON, Jan 23, Hleuter): The World Bank says 
it is ready to pump billions of dollars into Eastern 
Europe but cautions that any abrupt switch from 
communist economics to the Western-style free 
market is fraught with risk. 

Eugenio Lari, World Bank director in charge of 
East oloc operations, said the bank could agree 
loans of more than $5 billion over the next three 
years to support reforms. 

But he added that such countries as Poland were 
heading into uncharted waters with their high-risk 
policy of radical economic restructuring after more 
than 40 years of central planning. 

He made dear the World Bonk wanted to see 
nations adopting reforms sanctioned by the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund (IMF). And, in the case of 
Poland, it would have to enter into debt talks with 
Western creditor governments and banks. 

“Tbe World Bank is ready to play an important 
role in the concerted international support effort for 
the reforms in Eastern Europe,” Lari told a World 
Bank seminar for journalists on Monday in Wind- 
sor, England. 

“What the Poles are doing is correct but highly 
risky ... the analytical basis is very weak.” 


The World Bank has been working closely with 
the IMF and is starting to co-ordinate its economic 
research with the European Economic Community 
and the Organisation for Economic Co-operation 
and Development as the West rallies support for 
Eastern Europe. 

Lari stressed that World Bank credits for ^Eastern 
Europe would not be made at the expense of Latin 
America and Africa. 

He said the bank could be in a position to lend up 
to $2.5 billion to Poland over the next three years, 
with concrete proposals for $1.67 billion of that 
total figure already under discussion for the next 18 
months. * ■ 

Hungary could receive up to $ 1 billion over three 
years and Yugoslavia, which has distanced itself 
politically and economically from Eastern Europe, 
as much as $2 billion. 

Lari said he had put a question mark over 
Romania, which under dictator Nicolae Ceausescu 
repaid last March all its outstanding World Bank 
credits. He said the new government had already 
indicated broad interest in assistance and he could 
imagine funding on the same scale as for 
Yugoslavia.

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Algeria moves to lighten foreign debt burden 


ALGIERS. Jan 23, (Reuter): Algeria has 
taken a first step toward lightening its $24 
billion foreign debt burden by ordering 
state companies to restrict short-term 
borrowing. 

Central Bank Governor Abdenahmane 
Hadj-Nacer told Reuters in an interview 
the move was part of a strategy to spread 
Algerian debt over a longer period, easing 
the imm ediate strain on the economy, 
without rescheduling. 


The object is to help raise the average life 
of Algerian debt from three to four years at 
present to six to seven years by 1993, the 
Central Bank said in a recent report. 

Algeria's economy has been in crisis 
since world oil prices plummetted in the 
early 1980s, cutting in half the main source 
of revenue. 


He said Algeria would adopt sophis- 
ticated new techniques to cut the cost of 


new borrowing. 

-“We do not want to practise direct, 
indirect or disguised rescheduling,” Hadj- 
Nacer said. "Any practice resembling a 
rescheduling or restructuring does not 
concern us.” Effective January 5, state 
companies have had to pay cash for 
imports of under $2 million, unless they 
can draw on existing credit facilities. 

The Central Bank’s new committee of 
foreign borrowings must approve any 
short-term credi t higher than that amount, 
Hadj-Nacer said. 


Three-quarters of last year’s export ear- 
nings of S10 bilHon were eaten up by debt 
service, crippling the country's ability to 
import the spare parts and raw materials it 
needs to revive its factories. 

Youth riots in October 1988 led to 
sweeping political and economic reforms, 
but they have made little headway so far 
against inflation, double-digit, unem- 
ployment and shortages of consumer 
good& 

Hadj-Nacer said that while long-term 
recovery prospects were excellent, Algeria 
was economically pinched because of the 
short-term nature of its debt. 

State companies should avoid seeking 
short-term credit from suppliers, often at 


unfavourable terms, and tom instead to 
Algerian banks. 

“What we are trying to do is separate the 
commercial and financial operations. The 
moment an importer approaches the 
market with the need for financing his 
negotiating margin diminishes,” he said. 

The new system would encourage 
importers to group purchases, achieving 
economies of scale, and would free them 
from financing constraints to negotiate 
better prices. 

Algerian banks would be required to 
seek and negotiate external finance for 
their clients and adopt innovative new 
techniques to cut the cost of funds. 
Medium-term borrowing is to be expan- 
ded. ; 

Hadj-Nacer reiterated a longstanding 
Algerian policy of refusing to reschedule 
on the grounds it would tarnish the coun- 
try's signature. 

He declined to identify what new borr- 
owing techniques the country planned, . 
saying that would prejudice negotiations 
with banks, but ruled out debt swaps that 


would amount to individual acts of res- 
-cheduling. 

. “We are not going to ask banks who 
have lent us $ 1 00 million short-term to give 
ns a new loan of $100 million to pay them 
back over eight years,” he said. 
"Management of our existing debt will 


100 per cent of their value.” 

A recent Central Bank report estimated 
the foreign borrowing requirement this 
year at $7.8 billion or $4.5 billion under an 
optimistic alternative scenerio involving 
new borrowing techniques. 

The report said Algeria would seek 
balance of payments 'support from the 
international market in 1990, and a series 
ofWorid Bank adjustment loans to benefit 
the financial, industrial and construction 
sectors.

Real brilliance of Michelangelo restored 


VATICAN CITY, (Reuter): Standing jnst • 
below the ceiling Michelangelo turned mto 
one of theworld's greatest an treasures, a 
gentle, grey-haired man peers down at the 
throng of tourists cramming the Vatican's 
Sistine Chapel. 

The throng stares back — at a mam- 
moth fresco it has taken Vatican restorer 
Gianluip Colalucd 10 long years to strip 
off a thick, dark layer of candle-smoke, 
dost and varnish. Thanks to him, what 
they see todayisadazzlingfcastof colours. 

“It's a good thing I’ve nearly finished. 
Since this summer Fve felt the same pains 
Michelangelo suffered when he painted 
this — a very stiff neck and shoulders,” 
Colalucd, 60, said ini an interview. 

The colours he has unveiled are so daz- 
zling, in fact, that history books will have ’ 
to be it written, because none recorded 
that the renaissance artist painted his 
powerful Old Testament scenes in bright 
yellows and oranges. 

Smoke from the candles, braziers and 
torches lit during centuries of papal 
services and conclaves in the chapel 
quickly dulled Michelangelo's telling of 


how God created the world and chased 
Adam and Eve from Paradise, painted 
between 1508 and 1541. 

Dust, damp and thick layers of yellow- 
ing varnish liberally splashed on by would- 
be restorers over the years only made it 
worse. 

In 1980, Colalucd climbed the scaffold- 
ing to the vaulted ceiling for the first time, 
the start of a S3 million restoration project 
paid for by a Japanese television network. 

This March should see the end of the 
r h-anin g- Now the figures, bursting with 
colour, are so thrtt-dunensional they 
almost jump out of the ceiling. 

But the work will still not be over. Once 
the ceiling is finished, the team will set out 
on what may turn out to be an even 
tougher task — the 160 square metres 
(1,800 square feet) of the violent Last Jud- 
gement on the Altar Wall, a swirling vision 
of earth, heaven and hell that took 
Michelangelo seven years to paint. 

Working in the last years of his life, two 
decades after he painted the ceiling, 
Michelangelo peopled his colossal work 


with some 300 figures — the good rising to 
heaven and the evil falling tonelL writhing 
as a forbidding Christ casts them down 
into the hands of ugly devils. 

“It’s a completely different ball game. 
We haven't even got the slightest idea 
where Michelangelo made his first brush- 
stroke,” said Kathleen Weil-Garris 
Brandt, art history professor at New York 
University and the Vatican's consultant 
on Renaissance art. 

With the Vatican team knowing so little, 
it could be as long as ayear before they first 
treat the work. As project director 
Fabrizio Mandnclh put it: “We need to 
check everything, we just can't afford a 
tingle mistake.” 

Because the Last Judgement towers just 
above the altar, the layers of candle-smoke 
covering it are much thicker than on the 
ceiling. 

Another headache is what, if anything, 
to - do about veils the Vatican ordered 
paintd over the genitals of Michelangelo's 
twisted bodies. The 16th century Pope 
Clement XIII wanted the whole thing 


whitewashed. 

Michelangelo had already tasted sweet 
revenge. Before he died he returned to the 
chapel to cast Pope Paul Ill's master of 
ceremonies into hell, portraying him with 
the ears of an ass — the official had dared 
to lament the bodies' nudity. 

“We’re not talking about the popes 
being prudes. These veils have to do with 
the church’s attitude to the faith, it's some- 
thing which has to be approached with 
great sensitivity.” said Brandt. 

The restorers say nothing has yet been 
decided but one predicted some of the veils 
at least would eventually be spirited away. 
Some veils added in the 1 6th century can- 
not be removed because the artist used the 
same fresco technique as Michelangelo. 

Whatever the Vatican does with the 
veils, it may be as many as five years before 
Colalucd strips the last covering of din 
from Michelangelo's frescoes. 

But he is undaunted: “So far I'm deligh- 
ted with what I've done. No regrets. For 
me my work is like playing an instrument 
— lots of sweat but that’s the price to pay 
for hearing the sweet music."

Home sweet home in North Korea 


PYONGYANG, (Reuter): At a 
new-ish apartment block on a 
dark and nearly deserted street, 
Mr Kim — not a very convincing 
actor — pretends to consider 
various doors before giving onea 
try. “We'll just see if, by chance, 
anybody is in,” the state guide 
says and knocks. 

The door is immediately 
opened and a foreign visitor is 
given a very rare, if not very 
spontaneous, glimpse of the way 
people live in Norm Korea. 

Sixty-four-year-old Chu 
Pyimg-muk unfailingly answers 
along official lines hut both be 
and his family are warm and can- 
did, and not actors. 

North Koreans do not invite 
foreigners to their homes not 
because they are inhospitable, 
but because it is dangerous. 

Diplomats here say secret 
police and elaborate neighbour- 
hood watch schemes control the 
population, and they compare 
the personality cult surrounding 
great leader Kim II- sung to that 
of “big brother” in George 
-Orwell’s novel “1984.” There is 


no history of democracy and 
information is strictly con- 
trolled. 

During an officially sanc- 
tioned visit the traditional hosp- 
itality emerges and the atmos- 
phere is relaxed. 

Three generations sit on the 
heated floor around a low table 
and modest meal of the spicy 
national cabbage dish Kimchi, 
pickled cucumber and sliced beef 
with onions is served by Chu’s 
60-year-old wife, Kim Ok-sun. 

His 30-year-old daughter, Chu 
Sun-ae. when she isn't tending to 
her 15 -month -old son, serves 
beer and ginseng wine. 

Mr Kim fades into the back- 
ground as the host family insists 
on . asking one question about 
fives elsewhere in return for every 
question asked of them. 

As the small room fills with 
cigarette smoke, the conversa- 
tion grows louder to drown out 
flag-waving peasants noisily 
storming a hill in a war film on 
the colour television. 

. Above us, the great leader and 
his son, dear leader Kim Jong-Q, 


look down impassively from 
adjoining photographs. 

Chu. unquestionably the head 
of the household, says the family 
has all it needs. 

There is uproarious laughter 
when asked if they are happy 
with their socialism and the 
leadership of Kim H-sung. 

“1 always remember the past,” 
says Chu, his weather-beaten 
face still smiling. "Kim Il-sung 
liberated our country from 
Japanese rule (in 1945). We were 
very poor but after liberation he 
paid- much attention to ordinary 
people. 

"Without him 1 think we could 
not live like this.” 

Daughter Sun-ae used to play 
volleyball for North Korea and 
was given the flat and television 
after she captained the team in a 
tournament in Japan. Her hus- 
band plays basketball for the 
country. 

Diplomats here say that below 
the top leadership North Korean 
society is egalitarian, but as a 
member of the sportingelite Sun- 


ae is no doubt luckier than most 
Her wage is 30 per cent higher 
than that of her electrician 
father, but being four years over 
the official retirement age he gets 
a pension that cuts the difference 
to 10 per cent. Chu says he saves 
half the money he receives. 

Dollar comparisons with the 
Chu’s wages are useless, not just 
because the currency provided to 
loot! people is not convertible, 
but also because housing, 
medical care, schooling and basic 
foods like rice are provided free. 

“Whenever we feel it is neces- 
sary to eat meat or fish wc eat it,” 
Cbu answers when asked how 
much of both they eat. 

* The apartment building, 
though very plain, is one of the 
newest of the hundreds of face- 
less blocks that dot the city. The 
flat is 90 square metres ( 1 ,000 sq 
ft), sparsely furnished and home 
to five adults and one child. 

"Of course, of course, we are 
happy,” said the vivacious Sun- 
ae, adding that when she had 
travelled abroad with her team 


she was always glad to return 
home. 

*T didn't have time to look 
around in detail,'' she says, "but 
here everything is organised, in 
capitalist countries everything is 
so chaotic ... the worst thing was 
the pollution.” 

Chu says that during the 1950- 
53 Korean war he lost his faith in 
Christianity but that every spring 
and autumn the family goes to 
sweep the graves of their ances- 
tors m traditional fashion. 

The teaching of Kim Jl-sung 
that man should rely on himself is 
all the religion he needs, he says. 

The family members say they 
are free to travel as they wish 
within the country and do 
whatever else they wanL 

What i f they disagreed with the 
government? 

"I have no experience of that," 
said Sun-ae. “But some time ago 
I said I wanted to stop playing 
volleyball so much and go to 
university to learn coaching. My 
wish was granted and I am now 
studying part-time. 


Tony Bennett 


Portrait 
of an 
artist 

WASHINGTON, ( Reuter ): Sin- 
ger Tony Bennett's latest album, 
his 91st, is autobiographical and 
called “Storia: A Portrait of an 
Artist.*' 

But musical portraits are not 
theonb' ones that Bennett paints: 
the 63-year-old vocalist has 
enjoyed continuous success and 
immense popularity as a painter. 

Bennett, whose singing career 
has been based primarily on 
ballads, won a Grammy award, 
the music industry's Oscar, in 
1962 for thesong that became his 
trademark. "I Left My Heart in 
San Francisco.” 

In Washington recently for a 
benefit dinner, he told Reuters 
why he had chosen to go back to 
Astoria, a working class section 
of New York City’s Borough of 
Queens, for his new album. 

"Because 1 think it’s time,” he 
said. “For many years being a 
performer people would ask: 
'Why don't you do an 
autobiography of yourselTT’ 

As a singer, Bennett has been 
called "Inimitable,” "incom- 
parable,” and "the immortal." 
His biography from Columbia 
Records begins with some pretty 
impressive quotes from two men 
who know a thing or two about 
singing. 

“Tony Bennett is the best sin- 
ger in the business,” Frank Sin- 
atra was quoted as saying. “Tony 
Bennett is the best singer l*ve ever 
heard,” added Bing Crosby. 

When asked how he would 
describe himself. Bennett said 
quite simply, "in show business, 
they label you ‘superstar* and all 
these kinds of names. I’d like to 
be known as a good singer and a 
good person.” 

Even though this is his third 
album after a ten-year period in 
which he slopped recording with 
Columbia Records in the late 
1970s, Bennett was reluctant to 
call this a comeback. It is, rather, 
a resurgence, he said. 

As a painter, particularly of 
landscapes and portraits, Ben- 
nett has had some of his works 
fetch as much as S40.000. They 
can be found in the collections of 
Ella Fitzgerald and the late Cary 
Grant and on the. walls of his 
New York apartment. 

Fourofhis oils have been tran- 
sformed into 12-colour lith- 
ographs and he was commis- 
sioned by the United Nations in 
1987 to design the covers for its 
flag stamp series. 

His love of art is such that, 
halfway into the interview, he 
reached into his back pocket and 
pulled out a little black book, 
whiefi he always carries, filled 
with sketches and doodles. 

"See, here’s a self-portrait,” he 
said, flipping through the pages. 
“And these are some people in 
the restaurant. 

“It’s almost like a zen 
experience," he explained of his 
art “it empties your mind of all 
problems and it helps keep me in 
touch with sanity." 

He signs all his works as Anth- 
ony Benedetto, the name given to 
him by his parents, John and 
Anna Benedetto. Bennett, whose 
father was a grocer, said he lear- 
ned to love and appreciate sing- 
ing while listening to such jazz 
stalwarts as Lester Young and 
Stan Getz. 

In trying to describe his latest 
work, Bennett referred to it as “a 
concept album about someone 
who goes back home and reflects 
on his whole life — his wins and 
his losses. 

When he came to Washington 
recently for the benefit dinner, it 
was only fitting that the former 
World War Two infantryman 
croon such new and remade 
arrangements from the album 
such as "The Girl I Love,” 
originally written by Ira Gersh- 
win as “The Man l Love.” 


Norway proposes Svalbard as a natural deep-freeze 

World’s plants may soon be safe-frozen in Arctic

OSLO, i Reuter): Scientists wanting to 
study rare tropical plants may soon find 
the best place is down an icy hole on an 

island near the North Pole. 

Norway’s Ministry of Overseas 
Development is proposing to use Sval- 
bard, a chain of Norwegian islands high 
above the Arctic Circle, as a natural deep 
freeze to store seeds from every type ol 
plant in the world to safeguard against 

extinction. . . 

“If there are ecological disasters, me 
plants would be saved by our plan for a 
genetic bank of all the world s species,

The United Nationshas previously dis- 
cussed suggestions for a bank for the 
world's plant genes, without reaching 
ag reeme nt, Dramdai told Reuters. One 
idea was to use a mountain in the Andes in 
South America. 

Smaller banks of genetic material 
already exist — Norway already has a 
s mall store, mostly of grains, down a dis- 
used mineshaft on Svalbard. 

Dramdai said the ministry reckons a 
Store dug in the Permafrost in Svalbard, 
1 ,040 km(650 miles) from the North Pole, 
would be ideal. Svalbard was formerly 
known as Spitsbergen, the name of the 
largest island in the group. 

Norway will offer to pay to build the 
underground store on Svalbard at an 
estimated cost of five or six million crowns 
(5750,000 to 5920,000) ans then asked the 
United Nations to help run it, she added. 

The ministry was in contact with the UN 
Food and Agriculture Organisation, 
based in Rome, over its proposal, which 


has yet to get formal approval fromm the 
Norwegian government. 

Scientists say there are hundreds of 
thousands, of plant species in the world. 
“You can store seeds in the cold. With a 


have to replace them,” said Halvor Aar- 
nes, bead ofthe biological institute at Oslo 
University. 

But some seeds have lasted far longer. 
Seeds sealed in the Pharaohs' tombs in 
Egypt haw germinated thousands of years 
after they were stored. ' 

Dramdai said the permafrost was a bet- 
ter place to store genetic material than a 
huge electric deem freeze. 

“No matter how many backups you 
have, there is always the danger that the 
electricity supply could be cut off,” she 
said. 

Dramdai said Norway, one of the 
world's most generous aid donors, would 
be a good ate for the store. 

In 1989, Norway gave 1. 09 percent of its 
gross domestic product to the developing 
world. 

“Norway has a good standing with the 


developing nations. Three-quarters of the 
world's plant resources are in these coun- 
tries,” she said. “The bank would start by 
concentrating on collecting- tropical ana 
sub-tropical species. ” 

“Developing nations and other coun- 
tries could treat the genetic material as in a 
bank safe.’’ she said. “They could both 
deposit and make withdrawals” . 

But Dramdai added 'that there would 
have to be safeguards to ensure that the 
store was not used by multinational firms 
for research into artificial substitutes for 
commodities produced by poor nations. 

“Substitutes for cocoa, coffee, sugar 
and other commodities pose a big threat to 
the nations which grow these products,” 
she said. “We would have to protect their 
interest.** 

Svalbard may also be a suitable site for 
an international gene bank as it is an 
oddity in East-West relations. 

Norway has ruled the islands since 1920, 
when an international treaty gave Oslo 
sovereignty but allowed 4 1 other nations 
to settle on the islands. So far, only Nato- 
members Norway and the Soviet Union 
have permanent settlements.

This bug has to be 
fougbi from the inside out, and it is 
not just a minor rash, but a serious 
condition, it is a skin infection 
usually caused by a streptococcus or 
staphylococcus bacteria. A doctor 
should diagnose this condition and 
prescribe an appropriate antibiotic. 
A penicillin injection might do the 
trick, but if your son's allergic to 
penicillin (or Just afraid of needles), 
and if the bacteria is resistant to pen- 
irifiin, erythromycin taken in pfll or 
capsule form for 10 days is equally 
elrective.

Trio supply nostalgia 


AUCKLAND. Jan 23. (Reuter): 
Three athletes in the twilight of 
distinguished running careers 
inject the Commonwealth 
Games athletics programme 
with an equal share of glamour 
and nostalgia. 

New Zealand's John Walker, 
38, this month, again carries the 
home country's hopes 14 years 
after winning gold at the Mon- 
treal Olympics. 

Australian Rob de Castella, 33 
next month, aims for an 
unprecedented third marathon 
title against some of the world's 
classiest long-distance runners. 

And 33-year-old Seb Coe, the 
only man to retain the Olympic 
1,500 metres title, makes bits far-

ewell track appearance before 
concentrating on a career inBrit- 
ish politics. 

“ Realistically . I don't think Til 
get gold," Walker said this week. 
"But I'm after a medal, don't 
underestimate me." 

De Castella said he had put 
aside a series of niggling injuries 
which interrupted his running 
last year. 

"I feel I'm in good shape," De 
Castella said before adding 
cautiously: "I'm not in the best 
shape I've ever been in." 

Coe. in his one scheduled news 
conference before the start of the 
athletics competition on Satur- 
day, said he was treating the 


games seriously. 

"The thought of five races in 
five or six days tends to concen- 
trate the mind when you start to 
drift into nostalgia,” he said. 

Walker is one of the best- 
known runners in the world and 
the knowledgeable European 
track fans reserve a special cheer 
for him when he is introduced at 
major meetings. 

He plans another year on the 
European circuit before retiring 
to his farm in South Auckland 
where he beeps both cattle and 
horses. 

Sixteen years ago, his hair 
fashionably long, walker chased 
Filbert Bayi to a world 1,500 
metres record at the Christ-

church Commonwealth Games. 

Now, his hair unfashionably 
long. Walker retains his power- 
ful arm and leg action but. 
inevitably, the years have taken a 
toll on his speed. Realistically, he 
will be doing well to make the 
final. 

But Walker insists: "I know 
it's going to be tough and I may 
not win. But believe me, the oth- 
ers are going to know I am in the 
race.” 

De Castella is also well past his 
peak years of the early 1980s 
when he defeated then world 
record holder Alberto Salazar in 
Rotterdam before winning the 
gold medal at the 1983 World 
Championships. , 

The tough Australian did not 
finish at the 1987 World Cham- 
pionships and his 1986 Com- 
monwealth title came in the 
absence of the boycotting 
Africans. 

Now he faces 1987 world 
champion Douglas Wakiihuri of 
Kenya, another Kenyan in Ibra- 
him Hussein, the first African to 
win the New York marathon, 
and talented teammate Steve 
Moneghetti. 

By contrast, Coe must be one 
of the gold medal favourites in 
the 1,500. 

His basic speed has diminished 

the 1984 Los Angeles Olympic 
showed, he is a master at peaking 
on the day. 

Win or lose, Coe is looking 
forward to his last international 
appearance. 

"I think the middle distance 
events could make this summer’s 
European championships look 
like a garden party,” he commen- 
ted. 

“It’s the Kenyans who added 
the extra dimension and you only 
have to look at the results of their 
trials to see what form they've 
been in.” 


Africans may 
dominate 
boxing again 

AUCKLAND, Jan 23, (Reuter): 
African boxers could repeat their 
1982 gold medal haul if their perfor- 
mances in training are transferred to 
the ring when Commonwealth 
Games competition starts on Thurs- 
day. 

In Brisbane, Africans won gold in 
the five weights to lightweight, 
cementing their domination of the 
lower weights which saw them win 
the light-flyweight and featherweight 
titles in every Games since the 
weights' inception in 1970. 

Canada and England took advan- 
tage of the African-led boycott in 
Edinburgh to share the spoils in a 
rivalry which occasionally 
threatened to slip into open war bet- 
ween the two camps. 

Canada won six golds to 
England's five with only New 
Zealand heavyweight Jimmy Peau 
breaking the two nations' strangle- 
hold. 

Predictions by Canada and 
England they will repeat their 1986 
performances are unlikely to come to 
fruition when the likes of the Ken- 
yans, Ugandans and Zambians take 
to the ring. 

Not much is known about the 
African boxers except for the two 
Zambians and Ghanaians who 
fought in last year's world champion- 
ships. Zambia's Anthony Mwamba 
performed creditably to reach the 
quarter-finals of the welterweight 
class. 

But African nations have greatly 
impressed boxing officials with their 
speed and timing at training since 
their arrival, although the perfor- 
mance of the Kenyan team, 
traditionally Africa's strongest, is 
being kept under wraps. 

The training gym is divided by 
three-metre high sheets of plastic. 


‘Apartheid is Africa’s problem’ 


AUCKLAND, Jan 23, (Reuter): 
The onus for solving the problem 
of apartheid in South Africa res- 
ted with black African nations, 
Olympics boss Juan Antonio 
Samaranch told Commonwealth 
sports leaders today. 

"We know we have a problem 
with South Africa. This really is 
an African problem and the solu- 
tion must come from Africa,” the 
International Olympic Commit- 
tee (IOC) president said on the 
eve of the Commonwealth 
Games. 

But Samaranch, who will 
attend the Games opening 
ceremony tomorrow, added that 
the rest of the world must sup- 
port Africa in its crusade against 
apartheid. 

"Europeans, Americans and 
the people of Oceania must sup- 
port Africa in calling for a solu- 
tion. I think this solution may 
come very soon,” Samaranch 
said. 

He was speaking a day after 
African nations had ruled out a 
Commonwealth Gaines boycott 
over a rebel England cricket tour 
of South Africa. 

“The word boycott is old 
fashioned and out of date and I 
am very happy to see all the coun- 
tries taking part (in the Games),” 
Samaranch told the general 
assembly of the Commonwealth 
Games Federation (CGF). 

"The Commonwealth Games 
will be very successful. It is the 
first time for a long timeyou have 
all the countries belonging to the 
federation taking part in these 
Games." 

Samaranch was widely 
credited with being the driving 


force in ensuring that the 1988 
Seoul Olympics were very vir- 
tually boycott-free following 
politiral withdrawals from the 
three previous Olympics. 

Samaranch also congra- 
tulated Prince Edward, the youn- 
gest son of Britain's Queen 
Elizabeth, on his unanimous 
election as CGF president 

He told the 25-year-old Prince, 
who took over the presidency 
from his father. Prince Philip; 
“The sports family and the 
Olympic family are happy and 
honoured to have you as 
president” 

Earlier, the president of the 
Hong Kong National Olympic 
Committee, Arnaldo de Olrvieria 
sales, was elected chairman of the 
CGF, the governing body of the 
Commonwealth Games, replac- 
ing Scotland’s Peter Heatly, who 
stood down after eight years. 

Sales, who defeated Canadian 
Commonwealth Games Asso- 
ciation president Ivor Dent in a 
secret ballot, will serve until 
1994. Three years later Hong 
Kong will be handed over to 
China in a move which could 
result in the British colony's 
Commonwealth links being 
severed. 

• Ben Johnson’s last remaining 
international track record was all 
but wiped out today when 
officials agreed to strip the Can- 
adian of his Commonwealth 
Games mark of 10.07 seconds. 

But CGF leaders said they 
would put off the action for six 
months while they check with the 
world governing body for track 
and field exactly how to 
implement it.

“The federation is to follow 
the ruling of the international 
amateur athletic federation on 
matters such as the withdrawal of 
records,” Commonwealth 
games secretary David Dixon 
said after the federation’s general 
assembly, held the day before the 
start of the 57 -nation sports fes- 
tival. 

"There was no naming of Joh- 
nson but that is the procedure 
which will be followed. We will 
now seek to co-ordinate with the 
IAAF what their position is and 
will adopt that ourselves.”

Colourful Judo gets recognition 

opening 
planned 


AUCKLAND, New Zealand, 
Jan 24, (AP): The haunting call 
of seashell trumpets and a 2,500 
voice Maori choir tomorrow will 
launch the 14th Commonwealth 
Games, one of the world’s major 
sporting festivals which brings 
together Britain and its former 
colonies. 

Prince Andrew, youngest son 
of Queen Elizabeth li, will open 
the games in the 35,000-seat Mt 
Smart Stadium where the track is 
laid in the crater of an extinct 
volcano, one of 62 that dot Auck- 
land, a city of 1 million people. 

Hismother will dose the event, 
which is to be televised to a 
potential audience of 2 billion 
people in 30 countries, on Feb 3. 

The prince's presence contin- 
ues a royal tradition which began 
in 1930. 

These days it is- simply the 
Commonwealth Games, reflect- 
ing the decline of British power 
and the independence of its for- 
mer colonies. 

In recent years, Britain has. 
been frequently criticised by 
many of the 67 members of the 
Commonwealth Games Federa- 
tion for its policy towards South 
Africa. 

More than 2^00 athletes from 
a record 57 countries have 
arrived for the Games. Some, 
like the Indian Ocean state of the 
Maldives, managed to send only 
one competitor, while Australia 
sent 331. 

While most competitors are on 
tight budgets. Prince Haji Sufri 
Bolkiah, brother of the Sultan of 
Brunei, drives to the shooting 
arena in a Rolls Royce. Most 
competitors in the village share 
four toaroom, but the Prince has 
a suite in the luxury Regent 
Hotel. 

The Games, featuring 10 
sports, are the centrepiece of 
New Zealand's 1 50th celebration 
of the Treaty of Waitangi bet- 
ween the indigenous Polynesian 
Maori people and European set- 
tiers and is regarded as the foun- 
ding of modem New Zealand. 

New Zealand, a country the 
size of Britain but wiLh a popula- 
tion of just 3.4 million and in 
economic decline, decided to use 
the Los Angeles Olympics as a 
model and run their competition 
on a commercial basis.

ORLANDO, Florida, Jan 23. 
(AP): The Phoenix Suns, getting 
27 points and 17 assists from 
Kevin Johnson, won their eighth 
straight game, moving within a 
victory of their all-time club 
record by beating the Orlando 
Magic 126-103 last night. 

Phoenix, 10- 1 this month, 
were seeking their ninth con- 
secutive victory this evening at 
Miami. The Suns won nine 
straight in 1972, 1979 and 1989. 

Jeff Hornacek scored 26 
points and Tom Chambers had 
25 points and 12 rebounds for 
Phoenix, which used spurts of 1 3- 
4 and 15-4 to open a 17-point 
second-quarter lead. The Magic 
never seriously threatened again. 

Orlando's Michael Ansley 
scored 21 of his career-high 25 
points in the second half, but the 
Magic never got closer than 14 
points. 

Terry Cat ledge added 22 
points for Orlando, which has 
allowed an average of 1 30 points 
in its last seven losses. Otis Smith 
added 1 7 points for the first-year 
Magic, which has dropped five of 
its las! six games and 21 to 25,

season-high 22 points, including 
four during a decisive 9-0 run in 
the final period as the San 
Antonio Spurs won their 16th 
consecutive home game.

Briggs won her titles in the 
under-48 kg division and is con- 
fident of winning the Common- 
wealth crown. The England 
women's team is stacked with 
talent, including another world 
champion in Sharon Rendle in 
the under- 52 kg category. 

Judo is new to the Games this 
year while gymnastics will be 
contested for the first time since 
Edmonton in 1978. 

Canada look set to dominate 
both the men’s and women’s 
gymnastics, with their individual 
star likely to be Jamaican-bom 
Curtis Hibbert, the first Can- 
adian to win a medal at a world 
championship. Hibbert finished 
eighth on the high bar at the 1988 
Seoul Olympics.

Jones helps Aussies draw 2nd Test 


ADELAIDE, Australia, Jan 23, 
(Reuter): Dean Jones hit his 
second century of the match as 
Australia frustrated resurgent 
Pakistan’s attempt to pull olfvic- 
tory in the second cricket Test 
today. 

Jones followed his first innings 
116 by making an unbeaten 121 
to steer Australia, who needed 
304 to win, to 233 for six and a 
draw on the fifth and final day. 

The result enabled Australia 
to retain their 1-Oseries lead, with 
the third and last Test starting in 
Sydney on February 3. 

Jones joined Bob Simpson and 
Allan Border as the thud Aus- 
tralian to score a hundred m each 
innings against Pakistan, his 121 
not out being his ninth century in 
32 tests. 

However, Pakistan all-roun- 
der Wasim Akrara won the vote 
ahead of Jones as Man of the 
Maich for his scores of 52 and 
123 and firsL innings bowling of 
five for 100. 

Wasim. who also took the 
award when Australia won the 
first Test in Melbourne by 92 
runs last week, played a key role 
with his captain Imran Khan in 
Pakistan's compelling comeback 
on the fourth day. 

Pakistan seemed to be heading 
for defeat when their second 
innings slumped to 90 for five, 
only six runs ahead, but Wasim 
and Imran, with 136, inspired a 
recovery.

Berlin: strong Games candidate 


EAST BERLIN, Jan 23, (Reuter): Inter- 
national Olympic Committee president Juan 
Antonio Samaranch has raised, hopes of stag- 
ing a joint Games m East and West Berlin, 
saying the crumbling of the Berlin Wall has 
made the city a strong contender. . 

In an interview with the East German news- 
paper Deutsches Sportecho published yester- 
day, Samaranch sard the historical significance 
of a Berlin Olympics outweighed the problems 
of dual administration in a divided city. 

“Berlin, which for many years symbolised 
division in the world, is now turning into a 
symbol of unity. For this reason I think Berlin is 
a very strong candidate/' he said. 

Bolin’s two mayors have said they would 
like to host the games in 2000 or 2004, and East 
Germany’s National Olympic committee has 
already given its approval to the project. 

West German cities have put their Olympic 
ambitions on hold, hoping the two Berlins can 
work out a detailed jomt bid to present to the 
International Olympic Committee (IOC) when 
it meets in September. 

“We know Berlin is under the authority of 


two different National Olympic Committees,” 
Samaranch said in the IOC’s dearest public 
reaction to the games idea since East Germany 
opened its borders to the West in November. 

'‘But if they can reach agreement, I think the 
IOC could accept the dry’s candidature with- 
out too much difficulty." 

Samaranch said East and West Berlin were 
far from fully equipped to stage the Gaines and 
would have to build suitable facilities. 

“But there is plenty of time for that,” he said. 
“The host city for the games in the year 2000 
will be chosen in 1993. There are three years 
until then.” 

Berlin last hosted the Olympics in 1 936, when 
the occasion was used as a propaganda plat- 
form for the Nazis who then ruled a united 
Germany with Berlin as its capital. 

Samaranch was keen to dismiss parallels 
with the past “We live in the 1990s and the 
world has changed a lot,” he said. 

The idea of a Games in divided Berlin was 
first mooted in 1987 by then US President 
Ronald Reagan in a speech at the Berlin Wall.

Milan officials said the club and Van Basten’s lawyers were expected to meet 
to ratify a three-year contract for 12 billion lire ($9.3 million), with an option for 

"What a relief he's staying with us until 1993,” said club president and media 
magnate Silvio Berlusconi. 

"Imagine the torture every goal he scored would have been for us, knowing he 
would leave at the end of season." 

The 26-year-old European Footballer of the Year scored twice on Sunday as 
Milan beat Udinese 2-0 to stay just three points behind League leaders Napoli 
with a match in hand. 

That took Van Basten’s tally to 12 goals in 1 3 domestic League games so far 
this season — despite a cartilage operation on his knee which sidelined him 
earlier in the season. 

While Diego Maradona celebrated Napoli's 2-0 win at botlom-or-the-Lcague 
Verona, his younger brother Hugo was busily denouncing his Spanish 
employers at Rayo Vallecano, whose coach walked out on the last-placed club 
last week. 

“Rayo have become too small for me. They have no money to build an 
ambitious team. I'm leaving at the end of the season,” he said, addding that he 
did not know whether to stay in Spain or bead for Italy to join the Argentine 
World Cup captain.

Fernandez beats Garrison 


Graf equals own record 


MELBOURNE. Australia, Jan 
23, (Reuter): World number one 
Steffi Graf equalled a personal 
milestone as she defied fierce 
beat and dogged American Patty 
Fendick to reach the semifinals 
of the Australian Open tennis 
championships today. 

Graf, with the surface tem- 
perature on centre court reach- 
ing 59 degrees Celsius (138.2 
Fahrenheit), won 6-3 7-5 to 
record her 46th consecutive vic- 
tory, equalling her previous best 
winning streak set in 1988. 

It was Grafs 19th successive 
victory without dropping a set at 
the Australian Open since 1988, 
but she still trails absent worid 
number two Martina 
Navratilova's all-time record for 
consecutive wins. American 
Navratilova went 74 matches 
without a defeat in 1984. 

The other women's quarter- 
final matches saw ninth seed 
Mary Joe Fernandez ruin fellow 
American Zina Garrison's hopes 
of reaching a first Grand Slam 
final. Fernandez stand a brave 
comeback from 5-3 down in the 
final set to beat the third seed 1-6 
6-28-6. 

Graf narrowly avoided break- 
ing her sequence when she saved 
a set point at 5-2 in the second set, 
but fought back as Fendick fal- 
tered under pressure. 

“It was no fun. It went through 
my mind that I've never dropped 
a set here,” she said after the 
game. “I was thinking about it 
quite a lot" 

Fendick, who matched the 
defending champion's power 
and accuracy in the second set, 
felt later that Graf was not as 
dominant as she has been on the 
rebound ace surface.

Auriol takes lead in rally 


MONTE CARLO, Jan 23, 
(Reuter): The French driver of 
thecar which plunged 200 metres 
down a ravine in the Monte 
Carlo Rally yesterday, killing the 
co-driver, was in a stable condi- 
tion today, organisers said. 

Jean-Claude Bertaudiere, 37, 
received emergency treatment in 
a Montpellier hospital. Organ- 
isers say he has serious spine 
injuries and is partially 
paralysed. 

His co-driver Francis Malaus- 
sene, 47, also French, died after 
the Renault left rite road al a 
sharp bend. 

The accident yesterday over- 
shadowed the enthralling duel 
between race leaders Didier 
Auriol and Carlos Sainz. 

After 1 2 of the 28 special timed 
sections, with the rally moving 
from Aubenas to Gap, French- 
man Auriol in a Lancia led the 
Spanish Toyota driver by 16 
seconds. 

Bertaudiere’s car left the road 
at a sharp bend during the first of 
the day's six specials before plun- 
ging 200 metres down a ravine. 
Mala us sene was killed outright 
and Bertaudiere taken to a Mon- 
tpellier hospital by helicopter. 

Last year two Swedish spec- 
tators were killed when a Lancia 
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ploughed off course. 

Auriol held an overnight lead 
of 14 seconds but lost it all in the 
first special as the tenacious 
Sainz turned on the pressure. 
After five of the six timed sec- 
tions of the day, the two were still 
level but Auriol once more got 
his nose in front on the final part 
of the course. 

Italy's Massimo Biasion, 
world champion and last year's 
Monte Carlo winner, moved up 
into third place but his Lancia is 
still two minutes down on 
Auriol's. 

By contrast, another former 
rally winner and Lancia driver, 
Bruno Saby of France, fell right 
out of contention. The 1988 rally 
winner ran into a block of con- 
crete on the fourth special and 
lost so much time he dropped 
from third to 10th overall, almost 
1 2 minutes behind the leader. 

Paris-Dakar winner Ari 
Vatanen of Finland had a mis- 
erable day as well, falling to 


eighth place almost eight min- 
utes off the lead.
